YOKOHAMA. 

Advices by the present mail are to Aug. 31, only two days later 
than given in our last. A correspondent on the arrival of the 
Duke of Edinburgh says that the Galatea steamed into harbour 
on the 29th, saluting the fleet and the flag of Admiral Keppel. 
The Prince landed on the 29th and 30th, and was to prpeasd t to 
Yedo in a day or two. Great interest and excitement prevailed. 








HIOGO. 

Letters from this port from the American squadron frelative to 
the late gale have been received at New York. We give the 
following extract from an officer of the Oneida, dated Hiogo, 
Aug. 24 :— 

We arrived here on the morning of the 2lst, having left Yo- 
kohama under sail on the 17th inst. for this place, and when 
about mid-distance, on the night of the 19th, at eight o'clock, 
and logginz nine knots, the barometer fell suddenly, indicating a 
storm, when all hands were called immediately to take in sail, but 
before the order could be carried out a typhoon was upon us in 
all its fury, which lasted for twelve hours, lashing the sea into 
foam, deluging our decks with water, and tearing all our sails 
into shreds. from the time 1t struck us, after which we lay to, it 
increased in fury, and reached its culminating point between 
two and three o’clock on the morning of the 20th, when 
an immense sea made a breach over us, carrying away our 
launch, second cutter, and dingy, staving in both quarters of our 
third cutter, and carrying away a portion of our hammock netting 
and pivot ports. The typhoon at this point was blinding in its rage, 
and during its prevalence it was almost a matter of impossibility 
to keep the decks or work with any result. Nevertheless, our 
officers and men determinedly persevered in their efforts to save 
the ship amid the fury of the elements, which momentarily 
threatened to overwhelm her. The typhoon took its course from 
the south-east, veering round to the south-west in its increasing 
fury, and, returning to its point of departure, gradually abated 
in violence from 8 A.M. of the 20th, shortly after which it died 
away, the barometer gradually lifting, and the sun at last peering 
through the tempest clouds. Our vessel passed through the try- 
ing ordeal nobly, and rode the gale like a stanch seaboat, which 
she has proved herself to be. We passed a number of native 
boats dismasted and waterlog 

The Jroguois, which left Yokohama under sail on the 18th for 
Nagasaki, came in here on the night of the 22nd. Her experiences 
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of the typhoon and its duration were similar to those on the 
Oneida She was struck by it when close in shore three hours 
later than this vessel, or about 11 p.m. of the 19th. She lost all 
her sails, which were torn to ribbons, sprung her foremast, had her 
launch and a portion of her netting and pivot ports driven in 
board, and lost an anchor and 120 fathoms of chain cable over- 
board by the violence of the storm on dropping both her anchors 
to prevent her being dashed to pieces on the wild and rocky coast 
along which her course lay, and on which she was driven. One of 
the anchors having parted and gone by the board, steam was got 
up to lighten the great strain on the remaining anchor. On the 
abatement of the storm she steamed for this port, where we trans- 
ferred to her one of our spare amchors before leaving for her des- 
tination on the 23rd. 4 

The American steamer Mars, from Yokohama on the 2lst, 
arrived here on the 24th, aad from her we learn that the Ashuelot 
had reached that place in safety. A part of the typhoon visited 
this place, levelling some buildings in process of erection and doing 
damage generally throughout the Settlement. . 

We find that the foreign merchants and residents of this place, 
numbering some 300 persons, mainly comp»sed of American, 
English and Dutch pioneer settlers, now in extensive business, have 
armed and are preparing to organise themselves into a rifle brigade 
or club for their mutual protection, as it appears that ten or fifteen 
days since, when no foreign national vessels were in harbour, some 
200 Ronans, two-sworded men (a species of swash-buckler), belong- 
ing to some of the native clans, declared their design of clearing 
out all forcizners from this locality ; whereupon the Japanese Gover- 
nor had informed the various settlers, through their respective 
consuls, of his inability to afford them any protection whatever.

SHANGHAL 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Swanauat, Sept. 2. 

The English mail of July 16, per Malacca, came to hand on 
the afternoon of the [30th ult. bringing London telegrams—by 
the London and China Express Telegraphic Extra, Galle, Aug. 10 
—to Aug.5. Telegrams have been received, via Kiachta, dated 
London, Aug. 10, in nineteen days. 

Pexinc.—Baron von Sompec writes to the North China Dail 
News that Sir Rutherford Alcock has not pressed the telegrap’ 
question on the Tsung-li-Yamun since November last. It is 
openly said that the Chinese Government have stopped the sup- 

lies to the Burlingame Mission. ‘The expenses of the Mission 
Br the first year are said to be $263,000. ‘hese rumours appear 
to have some foundation, as they are vot contradicted in Shan- 
ghai. Mr. Hart will spend the winter in the South ; he evidently 
considers himself safe while England and America are repre- 
sented by Mr. Wade and Dr. Wells Williams. Sir Rutherford 
Alcock will return on leave of absence to England shortly after 
Mr. Wade arrives in Peking. It is decided that the Duke of 
Edinburgh will not visit the capital. The Throne has been me- 
morialised on the subject of Lekim taxation ; it is advised that a 
tariff of dutiable goods, and of the duties payable, shall be posted 
up at every barrier, 80 as to prevent extortion. “On the best 
authority” it is said that the Chinese Government seriously en- 
tertain a project for the construction of an experimental railroad 
from Shanghai to Soochow. 

Cusroo.—Mr. Markham, H.M.’s Consul, is about to proceed 
shortly on leave of absence to England. A Christian convert has 
been cruelly beaten near Tung-chow by the Che- Hsien, for preach- 
ing the Gospel. 

Hanxow.—There is 8 slight rise in the river since my last letter. 
A correspondent says that the real object of the visit of Li- 
Hung-Chang to Szechuen, to enquire into, and if possible ar- 
range, a disagreement between the Viceroy and the Commander-in- 
Chief. A very pretty harmonium has arrived for the church. 

Newonwane.—As the Atushu wns leaving Newchwang she 
saw the British barqee Falcon, Linnell, master, bound out, with a 
cargo of peas, &c., a total wreck in the river; a pilot was in 
charge. 

Nivepo.—Some misunderstanding about placing the buoys on 
the Tiger’s Tail has arisen between the Commissioner of Customs 
(Mr. Bowra) and the Harbour Master (Capt. Law) ; the latter has 
been suspended by the former, pending the decision of Mr. Hart. 
The concessionaires of the proposed telegraph from Singapore to 
Saigon have made arrangements to lay a submarine wire from 
the coast of Cochin China to Hong Kong, and thence to Nagasaki, 
connecting en route with # vessel to be moored near Chusan. 

SHancHal.—Steps are about to be taken to get a survey made 
of a new channel from the Yangtsze to the sea. The channel 
lies’to the north of the Tungsha bank, and bears E. by N. and 
W. by S. between Shaweishan and Block House Isiands. The 
channel, if used, would save about fifty miles to the northern 
steamers.

Captains Bash and Trollope appear to be hardly the men for 
service in China. 

The Customs’ steamer Xwa Sing started on the 28th, with Capt. 
Lewes, the principal marine surveyor at this port, for the wreck. 
The ship has broken in two, the forepart falling forward, the after- 
part settling by the stern in deep water; but little chance is en- 
tertained of recovering the treasure. 

The case of the Wac-Kung Bank v. captain and owners of the 
§.S. Suzonada, a collision case, damages claimed Tis. 1,450, has 
been heard before the U.S. Consul-General. 

Shortly before the Osaka left Nugasaki the Jroguots arrived 
from Yokohama, bringing the intelligence that that place had been 
visited with a severe typhoon ; what extent of damage was done 
was then hardly known. The Ocean Quecn'sdeck had been swept and 
five men washed overboard ; the A/gerine had all her boats washed 
away, and fears were entertained for the safety of the barque 
Juan Rattury, and the U.8.S. Ashuelot, as they were both just 
outside Yokohama when the blow came on. The <Ashuwelot was 
last seen steering for Simoda Bay, but making very heavy weather. 
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We hear that the Dutch schooner S¥. Helena, while at anchor in 
Nagasaki, sunk at her moorings. 

Suippine.—The Diomed made a capital run of 78 days out, 
from Liverpool ; 65 were her actual steaming days. The following 
ships from England have arrived since last writing: — John 
Lidgett, Tyburnia, Ocean Chief, Shun-lee, Lizzie Iredale, Albuera 
Gladiateur. The Stanley Castle has left for New York. The 
Austrian frigate Archeduc Friedrick has left for Japan. 


COLLISION.—THE “SUWONADA.” 

The following decision in this case is from the Evening Cou- 

er :— 

The libellants claim that a junk, their property, was run into 
on the evening of the 11th July by the Swwonada, while at an- 
chor in the Woosung river, one mile below the inner-bar mark, 
and 200 feet from the Eastern shore. They say they had lights 
up, were in a proper anchorage, and neglected no precautions be- 
fore the collision, or failed in any way to discharge duties incum- 
bent on them. 

The libellants’ case is rested on the above statement. 

The evidence shows that they were not at anchor where repre- 
sented. Steamers by no chance go there, and the steamer Suzo- 
nada took the usual course over the bar on the night in question. 
It does, however, show that if the junk was run into while at 
anchor, she was at anchor on the inner bar, or near it toward 
Shanghai. 

The passage or thoroughfare at the bar, and near it toward 
‘Shanghai, is narrow, and an improper place for vessels to anchor. 

It is a settled principle that a vessel which anch»rs in such a 
passage cannot recover damages for injuries sustained in a collision 
with a vessel using the passage, provided the second vessel is man- 
aged with care and discretion. There is no divergence on this 
point between English and American precedents.

mistake on the part of the steamer, unless it was negligence or 
mistake to use the river at all at night. There is no such rule, 
nor, s0 far as I can judge, sufficient necessity for it. 

I see no reason to doubt that the Suzwonada was managed with 
carefulness and in a seamanlike way. She had a proper look- 
out ; her lights were set; she was, and had heen, running slow ; 
she could not stop without becoming unmanageable in a dangerous 

lace ; she could not drop an anchor, as the water was too shoal 
to admit of it being done with safety ; she had no chance to pass 
to one side or the other without doing greater damage to other 
junks, or going on shore. 

The respondents urge that the junk was not at anchor when the 
collision aiureed, but under way, and dropping up the river. 
The evidence which they offer is very strong indeed ; consisting of 
that of the officers of the steamer, and of an outside witness, the 
Assistant Harbour Master at Woosung, who denies the statement 
of the Chinese that the junk was at anchor at the place of the 
collision at sundown on the llth July. If dropping up, and an 
unavoidable accident occurred, it would be necessary to divide the 
damages. 

But to give judgment for the libellants on this score would be 
to go outside of the case which they have presented to the Court. 
There is no obligation on me to do this, nor have I any disposition 
to give @ favourable judgment when I can only do so by convict- 
ing the successful parties of having presented a false case. 

Decree : I dismiss the complaint, with costs.

JUDGMENT. 

We are unanimously of opinion that the loss of the British ship 
Hamilla Mitchell, on the night of the 10th of August last, was oc- 
easioned by the influence of unknown currents, causing the vessel 
to drift on the Leuconna Island. From the evidence we think 
that no fault can be found with the navigation of the ship. The 
captain, officers, and crew are, therefore, entirely exonerated from 
all blame in the matter.—Yelverton O'Keeffe, President; R. J. 
Forrest, R. Pipon, W. P Haynes, J. Stepheus—W. I. Whyhan, 
Clerk of the Court.

arrived at Ningpo, laden with merchandise salved from the wreck 
of the Hamilla Mitchell ; the native authorities have taken posses-

HONG KONG. 

Dates from this port are to the 9th Sept.; on the previous day 
the London mail of 30th July arrived out with telegrams to 16th 
Aug. The items of news are of no great interest or importance. 

A rumour has obtained currency that the Government had suc- 
eceded in finding a purchaser for the old Mint property. A meet- 
ing of the Legislative Council which had been calied for the day 
of the mail’s departure was postponed until the 17th Sept. The 
United States steamer Jroguois had arrived from Yokohama; she 
had sustained considerable damage in a hurricane, and had been 
compelled to put into Nagasaki in order to effect some temporary 
repairs, H.M.S. Rodney grounded upon entering the port, but 
was backed off without difficulty. Mr. Wilson, the late Surveyor 
General, has been presented with a tablet bearing complimentary 
inscriptions in English and Chinese by the Government contrac- 
tors who have been working under him during the last six years. 

The Gorernment Gazette contains an amended return of the 
number of inhabitants in Hong Kong on the Ist June last, from 
which it appears that the total of European residents reached 
4,889, of Chinese 114,280, and of other native population 2,810, 
the grand total, therefore, being 121,979. 

A bill had been filed in the Supreme Court, by Messrs. ©. P. Hen- 
derson and Co., to recover from the Comptoir d’Escompte the value 
of certain goods shipped to Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Co. Invoices 
were made out bearing the words, “ Proceeds to be specially re- 
mitted to meet the acceptances of G. Lyall and F. Still.” This 
document was deposited with the defendants as collateral security 
for the payment of a promissory note given by the firm of Lyall, 
Still, and Co.,and the goods were sold by the defendants on ar- 
rival. On a plea founded upon the heading to the invoice and 
an omission of the words “or assigns” from the bill of lading, 
the plaintiffs claim to have an equitable lien upon the goods, and 
maintain that they were not assignable. The defendants’ answer, 
while admitting the facts as stated, maintains that the plaintiifs 
can have no lien nor claim. Judgment on the case was reserved.

Ricr.—At the close of our last market report we gave Sl 27c. 
as the quotation for round grain; upon the arrival of the mail 
from China, bringing considerable orders for Japan, the Chinese 
sellers advanced their rates to Sl 34c., and subsequently S1 36c. 
was paid, at which some 70,000 piculs were sold. The demand 
subsequently abated, and prices receded to 81 33c., at which trans- 
actions for about 50,000 piculs were made, nearly all of which 
was forthe Japan market. We now quote round grain at $1 33c, 
(equal to 5s. 44d. f. 0. b.) and the long grain at $1 16c. (equal to 
4s. 8jd. f. 0. b.), at which about 20,000 piculs were taken for 
Bourbon. For Europe the only vessel loading is the Jeanne Alice, 
20,000 piculs for Belle Isle, f.0. As to future prices, should the 
demand for Japan continue, we cannot at this late season look for 
any material change, although the supplies for the past two weeks 
have been more liberal. Reports from the interior are very en- 
couraging for the coming crop, the rains have been most abun- 
dant, and the prospects ure that next year’s product will not only 
be larger than the present, but will be earlier in the market. 

Tonnace.—The arrival of many seeking vessels has still further 
depressed the rates. For Europe there has been no settlement ; 
for Hong Kong, round sums equivalent to 10 cents per picul have 
been accepted, for Japan 324 cents is the current rate ; we annex 
list of charters since our last. 

Excwance.—With no demand for Europe there is no sterlin 
offering, and we give 4s, 64d. as nominal rate Hong Kong 30 days 
sight with documents 2} to 2? per cent. Singapore 3 days’ sight 
—par.

BANGKOK. 

The Bangkok Summary has the following :— 

Formerly, 'at this season of the year, the harbour has gene- 
rally been nearly empty of foreign vessels, but this year it is dif- 
ferent. By the shipping list it appears that there are to-day 29 
foreign vessels of all rigs, sizes, and nationalities in port, and still 
they continue to arrive, and, being quickly loaded, are as quickly 
despatched. Rice from up-country comes in with little or no di- 
minution in supplies, and with scarcely any difference in price. 
The supply is fully equal to the demand, and we believe it will 
continue to be so till the new crop makes its appearance in the 
market. As far as we can learn, the rice up-country is still 
abundant, notwithstanding the large quantity which has been 
exported during the former part of the year. The cultivators of 
the soil are now reaping the benefit of their extra labour last 
year in bringing a larger area of ground under cultivation, and 
planting more seed than they ever did in Siam in any previous 

ear.

OPENING OF THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 
THE COFFEH DUTY RESCINDED. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Coromso, Sept. 23. 

The Governor has delivered his utterances on our circumstances 
present and past, and our prospects present and future, in a very 
able speech to the Legislative Council at its opening yesterday. 
In reviewing our position, compared with what it was when he 
left us 15 months ago, his Excellency observes @ great improve- 
ment in the country, and a marked difference in the condition of 
the people. These he means to encourage, and considers our first 
and greatest wants to be “ more food for the people and greater 
facilities for locomotion.” 

To these points he directs the first attention of the Council, and 
proposes that the export duty on coffee should cease from Jan. 1, 
1870, as he proves to them by figures that it is no longer required, 
and that the income of the railway over its working expenses will 
suffice to pay off the interest of the railway debt and the deben- 
tures as they fall due. You must understand that the export 
duty was originally imposed at the request of the planters, as a 
guarantee to the Government that there would be no financial 
embarrassment or risk in their guaranteeing interest on the money 
necessary to be raised for the construction of the line from Colombo 
to Kandy. But they qualified the offer by stipulating that this 
tax should be collected only so long as the railway was unable to 


planters’ conditional offer into an unconditional primary mort 


gage over their estates for some twenty-five years; and he did it 
thus: he caused to be endorsed on the coupons that the export 
duty was especially created to cover the interest, and was, there- 
fore, mortgaged to the scrip-holders in security till all the 
debentures should be paid off. The trick was complete before 
the public were aware of it, and when they became so they 
claimed for a release from such a binding bargain—a bargain 
to which they had not been parties; but this high-minded offi- 
cial waxed indignant at what he stigmatised as an intended 
fraud upon the debenture holders, and insisted on the planters 
continuing to be mulcted of their pound of flesh, No 
matter that it was not required; no matter that the surplus 
railway revenue was of itself sufficient. It had been promised, 
and, in the eyes of this red-tape official, must be yielded up till 
the last debenture, some {fourteen years hence, fall due and be 
liquidated. Now the fallacy of this reasoning was pointed out to 
him at the time. It was shown that besides the railway surplus 
being sufficient, there was always the general revenue, of which 
this export tax formed only a small portion, to guarantee the de- 
bentures. There was also the railway itself—now become a pro- 
perty—as a further security, for, as was pointed out in a series of 
able letters signed “ Coloniensis,” in the Ceylon Mbserver some two 
years ago, the debt had been reduced by two-thirds of its original 
amount, the railway itself having thus become a property, and 
being available against debts contracted on‘its behalf. All was of 
no use in the eyes of this inexorable statesman, who, in the 
Governor’s absence, was more than Governor in his stead, as he 
was the chief adviser (and a very close-fisted one too) of the gal- 
lant officer who nominally held the reins, but who, being only a 
locwm tenons, was not likely to undertake risks by opposing the 
counsels of his chief adviser in the Government, whom he had a 
right to consider better informed and more experienced in such 
matters than himself. 

While, however, our astute Colonial Secretary was working in this 
obstinate and obstructive way here, our real Governor, then at 
home on leave, was using his influence with the Home Government 
to rid us of a burden under which the island groaned, which was 
felt to be oppressive, and which he saw to be unnecessary, and 
he succeeded. In his inauguration speech he now tells us he has 
authority to relieve us of the tax, which will therefore end with this 
year. But he has not considered one class alone in his scheme for 
improvement ; he has ordered a sum of money to be at once appro- 
priated to extend irrigation works for the natives, and he recom- 
mends the Council to include a large sum for this purpose in the esti- 
mates for next year. He has thought of roads also, and has laid 
before the Council a scheme for thoroughly metalliffe that very im- 
portant road fro:n Colombo, by Ratnapoora, to Happatella and Ba- 
dulla, thus benefiting that long neglected and outlying district. 
Aud in order that other districts not benefited by the railway may 
not be without, their recompense, he suggests the purchase of a 
steamer on the colony’s account to trade round the island, and 
bring to market the produce of those distant provinces at 
present difficult of access and far from a market or a proper shipping 
port. If after all this there be money in the Treasury, or if the 
public choose to submit to the Export tax for another year, he 
proposes that the railway line should be continued to Gampola. 
And this would be a wise submission if the planters and the public 
interested would only see it. But I fear they have felt the 
oppressiveness of the tax so acutely when forced to bear it, that 
it is very doubtful if they will wish to continue it self imposed 
now that they have an opportunity of getting relieved of it. 

The Governor also treated of the Galle Harbour improvements 
in contemplation, and for which his own views are favourable, but 
which matter he leaves in the hands of the Council. ‘The barrack 
construction, too, he has got the consent of the Imperial Govern- 
ment to limit to the funds set aside for the purpose—now some 
£40,000—which will doubtless be enough for all the troops this 
island will now require, in addition to the accommodation already 
existing throughout the country. The Royal Engineers, who are 
dab hands at framing estimates, had put in some which to carry 
out would have cost the country some hundreds of thousands of 
pounds, and used up all their surplus for many years to come. 

The currency question had also a little of the,Governor’s atten- 
tion. But it was dismissed with the intimation that he had ap- 
pointed a commission to consider the question, and that when 
their report was made it would be submitted to the Council. Some 
people think his Excellency ought to have taken the public into 
his confidence before framing the minute, making the rupee the 
standard currency ; what the commission are now called on to 
decide is merely whether we are to have rupees, annas, and pie, 
rupees, shillings, and pence—or rupees and cents, the £. 8. d. 
being predestined to annihilation on the ground that the Lords of 
the Treasury cannot recognise any false or fictitious currency. 

On the whole it was an able, an exhaustive, anda statesman- 
like speech, and shows that during his leave in England the 
Governor has not been idle in the interests of the Colony.

THE ALBERT LIFE ASSURANCE COMPANY. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDEDT.) 


Much consternation has been felt in Ceylon and in India by the 
failure of this great company, and no little obloquy is being 
heaped upon the directors and others who have been in the secret 
of the rotten state of the company’s affairs for some years back. 
They had a considerable standing in the East. In Ceylon even 
an unusually great number of premiums had fallen to their lot ; 
for although there are several other companies competing with 
them for business, the office that was easiest to deal with, and least 
Percale as to the character of its select lives, cnme in for the 

largest share of such business. Besides, their policies were open 
to classes not usually accepted by other insurance offices. Hence, 
as well as because of their low rates of premium, applicants for 
assurance flocked to their standard. In the Indian mutinies it 
was believed they lost heavily ; and among the well-informed it 
has long been considered that they ought to have failed then, 
when general sympathy would have been accorded them, and very 
likely another office would have taken over their business. They 
did not adopt this course, however, but carried on in the same 
bouncing manner as before, and went into the. purchasing of other 
doubtful companies. In 1866 they began to be blown upon in 
Ceylon, for the following reasons :—1. They had not paid a bonus, 
which they had promised two years before ; and, 2ndly, their ba- 
lance-sheets, published in London and India, did not show the same 
balance. Questions were asked, but not answered. The Ceylon 
secretary and board of directors resigned. The Indian secretary 
came down frm Calcutta to set things right, and gave out that 
the office was sound, but slandered, and appointed a mercantile 
firm of standing here as managing agents. In consequence of 
this move confidence was restored to some extent here. New 
policies were issued, and all went merry as a marriage bell. Still 
the leaven which had been dropped by those officia selenetion 
here was at work. A writer under the signature of “ Life As- 
surance”’ pointed out in one of the local newspapers the incon- 
sistency between their published statements at home and those 
published in India, denied the accuracy of their balance-sheet, 
and asked a number of pertinent questions which it did not suit 
them to answer. He was threatened with an action, but winced 
not—nor was action taken against him. Meantime the doubts as 
to the company’s stability had crept up to Madras, and on to Cal- 
cutta. At the latter place a meeting of policy-hulders was con- 
vened to take into consideration the various circumstances affect- 
ing the company. Other meetings followed. A committee was 
appointed to confer with the directors, who were asked certain 
questions. These were not answered, but referred to the head office 
in London. Head office telegraphed out—“ Don't let meetings be 
got up. Tell policy-holders a Spam guarantee is being provided 
or Indian policy-holders. London board will answer questions if 
put in writing.” Policy-holders had by this time got more 
anxious and more inquisitive, and appointed a deputation to go 
home and face the directors there, and get explanations. Pre- 
sently out comes a telegram, saying that the Albert had suspended 

haar But agents advised policy-holders to pay premiums now 
alling due, and it would be returned if the office did not recom- 
mence, or be taken over by another company by January next. 
Not many, I fancy, responded to this polite request. In Cal- 
cutta a meeting of policy-holders brought the directors there to 
book. They appeared, and through their secretary explained that 
ever since 1861 the London office had abstracted from the Indian 
up to £270,000; that Indian office had repeatedly but in vain 

rotested, and now state it in self-vindication!!! Meantime at 

ome they seem to be working the oracle pretty much as they like. 
They first propose, under date Aug. 27, to go on again, paying po- 
licy-holders the value of their premiums less 25 per cent., and credi- 
tors less 50 per cent.! Close on the back of this (August 30) follows 
@ telegram announcing that a meeting of sbarcholders in London 
resolved that the company be registered under the Act of 1562 
for voluntary liquidation ; that official liquidation has found that 
profits from 1854 to 1861 had been £114,774; and that during 
the subsequent seven years £1,250,000 had been lost, chiefly by 
buying up other companies. The policy-holders here and in India 
have a right to some say in this matter, and should certainly ob- 
ject to any winding-up as proposed till they know how the funds 

ve gone, and how it is that seven years are lumped together at a 
time to show a profit or a loss; also low the distinct years showing 
logses should not be indicated, and those showing profits the same. 
Many other pertinent questions, such as the position and ability of 
the shareholders, would naturally suggest themselves, aud ought 
to be asked before consenting to the voluntary liquidation so com- 
placently proposed by the shareholders. 

In this little place even much loss will ensue. Many a widow 
that was thought provided for will be left destitute, and many an 
orphan will be without the support to which he was entitled to 
look on the decease of a parent, who thought he had left to his 
family this last pledge of affection and duty.

Yoronama.—The advices by the present mail are two days later than 
those received via San Francisco which appeared in our last issue. 

SHANGHAI.—Grey Shirtings : A quiet market has te be reported. 
Arrivals from England bad been numerous, and had somewhat frightened 
Chinese buyers, and put a partial stop to foreign speculation. Holders 
continued firm, but Chinese were not prepared to pay the rates asked. 
7 Ibs. Cloth had been in better inquiry, and prices showed an advance of 8 
cand, per piece. T-Cloths were much as last advised, a few sales of good 
Cloth being quoted at Tis. 1.81 per piece. The lower counts of White 
Shirtings had risen in value, and prices were 5 cand. per piece higher. 
In other goods there was not much change to note. Metals—Iron: 
Sales of Nail Rods had been on a limited scale, comprising only 
about 25,000 bundles, at Tis. 1.80 to Tls. 2.10 per picul; the dealers 
having supplied their wants to a great extent at public sales; stocks had 
been greatly increased by the simultaneous arrival of several vessels, and 
prices were, in coneequence, lower by 1 to 2 mace per picul. Bars had 
also been affected by the above causes, but not to so great a degree > 
prices had fallen 1 mace per picul.

scale. Raw Cotton has been taken toa very moderate extent at previous 
rates, holders displaying no wish to part with their stock except at their 
own prices. Cotton Goods show a further improvement, and all descrip- 
tions are held with more firmness, ‘T-Cloths and Grey Shirtings may be 
quoted rather dearer. Fair settlements of Dutch Drills have been made 
at $4.80—an advance of 10 cents per piece. No change has taken place 
in American Cotton mavufactures, but dealers are inquiring somewhat. 
Transactions in Cotton Yarns have been large, sales having amounted to 
about 1,000 bales Nos. 16 to 24, and 250 bales Nos. 28 to 82, a consider- 
able proportion of which have been taken at an advance of $3 per bale.

SuHasxGcnat.—Black: Common Black leaf bas been in good demand 
during the week, and the quotation for this grade is now Tls, 20 50 to 
Tls, 21., equal at 5s.

laid down in London. No Teas having any pretensions to quality can be 
obtained under 22 tls, (1s. 24d.), and fair medium kinds are firm at 24 tls. 
(1s. 3$d.), higher rates being in some instancea demanded. There are no 
good medium or fine Teas now on offer, but there are one or two parcels 
in the hands of speculators, probably intended for resale on this market. 
Settlements and reshipments amount to 15,500 chests, and the stock is 
estimated at 30,000 chests. Green Teas: Further settlements have been 
made for American account, at prices showing little or no decline from. 
those paid at the opening of the market. Fychows and Twankis have 
realised Tls. 40 to Tis. 44.25, and Shanghai packed and Pingsuey Teas 
Tis. 28 to Tls, 35.25, the latter being probably destined for England. 
Two chops of fine Moyune have also been taken at Tls. 40.50 to Tls. 41. 
We bear of further business to a slight extent, but the market is now 
very quiet, and we hope that it may remain so until holders give way, to & 
sensible extent, in their demands. Settlements and reshipments aggregate- 
18,700 half-chests, and the stock consiste of 56,000 half-chests of all 
kinds. The Mary Moore took 767,185 lbs, for London, and the Stanley 
Castle 588,560 for New York. 

Foocnow.—No change of special interest has transpired in this market. 
Prices remain firm, and Congous in steady demand. As, however, supplies 
continue to come forward, easier rates are anticipated. The stock of 
Oolonga is steadily increasing, and there is no business to report in them. 
There ure eight veasels on the berth for London, two nearly fall. With 
this full supply of shipping a decline is looked for before long. Depar- 
tures for London—Magellan with 797,722 lbs. and Jobn Milton with 
785,623 Ibs. 

Amoyr.—In Teas there is literally nothing doing; Oolongs are very 
firmly held by teamen, in expectation of a deficiency in the supply, while 
Congous are bought up in advance of arrivals. There is nothing of inte- 
rest to report with regard to shipping. 

Canton.—Some small settlements of Scented Teas, chiefly Capers, 
have becn made at prices about on a par with those last reported. The 
native brokers state that prices have advanced in the country, and that 
teamen have made purchases at the increased rates. 

SILK. 

SHanouar.—The English mail of 27th August had about 1,718 bales 
on board. Since its departure barely 850 to 400 bales had found buyers ; 
and notwithstanding the adverse home advices received by telegrams, the 
majority of the settlements were reported to have been purchased at a 
further advance. The transactions consisted chiefly of medium to common 
Tsatlees and Taysaams, the only lot of chop silks said to have been set, 
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tled being ten bales Kin-isong at Tls. 555 per picnl. The Chinese were 
very firm in their demands for full rates, the enhanced value of dollars and 
the consequent higher cost of silk up-country causing them to hold their 
stocks, although estimated at fully 7,000 bales. Many complaints had 
again been made about mildewed silks, several lots had been Tejected on 
account of such damage, and the unsold stock was believed to contain a 
great quantity of this very undesirable silk. The French steamer took 
405 bales. 

Caxron.—The market had advanced, and Loong Kongs were $10 per 
picul dearer, while for descriptions suited to the Bombay market a atill 
greater rive has to be reported. Indian buyers bad bought largely at the 
evhanced rates. In Re-reels but little had been done, and the quotation 
was $560 for best quality.

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SINGAPORE AND NEW HARBOUR RAILWAY. 

Tue long delay in the commencement of the projected 
line of railway between the town of Singapore and New 
Harbour has been « matter of surprise in many quarters, 
and to none more than ourselves ; for we have always given 


| the colonists of the Straits Settlements credit for a highly 


commendable degree of enterprise and public spirit. The 
line is not only a work that is urgently required, but one so 
evidently beneficial alike to the town and its outlying de- 
pendencies that the mere fact of its non-existence is calculated 
to give even a casual visitor a most unfavourable impression. 
The chief obstacle seems to have been the difficulty of meet- 
ing and reconciling the numerous conflicting interests arising 
out of the various docks, wharves, and depots situated at 
New Harbour, and other properties through or near which 
the proposed line must pass. We are glad, however, to hear 
that most of these have been successfully dealt with ; that 
both the Peninsular and Oriental and the Messageries Com- 
panies are willing to give their aid; and that there is now 
& prospect of the works being proceeded with at an early 
date. Ina pamphlet published so long since as 1866, now 
befure us, we find copies uf correspondence, plans, estimates, 
and tables of statistics, clearly showing that even in the then 
condition of the trade of Singapore it would have been a 
most remunerative undertaking; how much more so now, 
with the increased development of the past three years! We 
trust that no minor considerations will be allowed to delay 
any longer the carrying out of this important work, and that 
it may prove to be but the first step to a chain of railway 
and telegraph communication along the entire Malay penin- 
sula. ‘The amount of capital required for this first section 
is 80 small that surely no difficulty can be found under this 
head. 


CEYLON CURRENCY. 

Str Hercues Rosinson has introduced an ordinance which, 
if carried, will produce nothing less than a monetary revolu- 
tion in the island. Not that a revolution is in all cases tc 
be regarded ag an unmixed evil ; but then it should never be 
resorted to until milder measures have failed, and iu this in- 
stance it seems to us that a moderate measure of reform is 
all that is requisite. That some change in the system might 
carry with it a good deal of benefit is admitted on all hands ; 
neither merchants nor bankers—surely the best judges— 
deny this. For the last thirty years or more, accounts have 
been kept in pounds, shillings, and pence, as in this country, 
yet the actual currency, the medium of all payments and re- 
ceipts, has been the rupee. Here is certainly au anomaly, and 
one that at first sight would seem to involve a financial para- 
dox, for the rupee is current at « fixed rate of two shillings, 
whereas itsintriusic value in relation to English coin is about 
three halfpence less. And the possibility of somebody having 
aclaim on the Government insisting on payment being made 
in gold, appears to be the bugbear that has induced Sir HErR- 
CULEs to initiate a remodelling of the currency. On a closer 
examination, however, a good deal of the apparent incon- 
gruity vanishes. The Ceylon pound in fact, is not an English 
pound ; it is not a current gold coin of a given weight, but 
a measure of value used in computation as the equivalent of 
ten rupees —which is quite a different thing. Moreover, this 
method of reckoning, incunsistent as it may appear, has the 
sanction of some thirty years’ usage, and we all know how 
habit becomes a second nature, and how very cautiously altera- 
tions in money, weights or measures, have to be attempted in 
any country. The subject is not now under discussion for 
the first time, but those merchants and bankers who have 
given atteution to it have been deterred from recommending 
apy sudden or sweeping alteration by considerations of the 
difficulties that might arise regarding existing contracts. 
But Sir Hercures is bolder; to paraphrase, without disre- 
spect, a well-kuown line, “ Governors rush in where colonists 
fear to tread.” At his request, apparently, the ordinance 
under consideration has been draited, whereby the sovereign 
and its subordinate coius will be “demonetized,” and ull 
accounts must in future be kept in rupces, annas, and pie ; 
and as his Excellency—like other Excellencies who preside 
over Crown colonies—not only reigns but governs (the Legis- 
lative Council, to speak somewhat irreverently, being merely 
a box of tools wherewith he works his will), we suppose 
there is no escape from the threatened revolution. There is, 
however, on the GoveRNor’s own showing, another alternative 
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which would be equslly efficacious, and much more palatable, 
and which, as far as we can understand, is approved of both 
by the leading banks and the merchants—that is, to leave 
pounds, shillings, and pence untouched as moneys of account, 
but to make the rupee a legal tender also, thus giving the 
sanction of law as well as custom to a system that, apart 
from some suspicion of illegality, has been found to work 
satisfactorily. That some such measure is expedient cannot 
be denied, and the GoveRNoR is undoubtedly the right person 
to originate it ; but, in our opinion, a littie more delibera- 
tion, and more willingness to take the mercantile community 
into his confidence, would have greatly strengthened his 
position. 








.THE CHINESE IN CALIFORNIA. 
(SAN FRANCISCO TIMES. ) 

There ig one fact connected with the Chinese female immigration 
which is not generally known. We had been ourselves wholly ignorant 
of it; but it is attested on sufficient evidence, and ia to be accepted 
aga new fact in the case. It is that the majority of the women who 
have more lately come from China, and who are now coming, are the 
real wives of men already established among us, who bring with them 
their children and household goods, and settle down as honestly as any 
other people in the domestic relation. The last passengers by the 
Great Republic had thirty children with them. The proportion of 
thie class of women has been steadily, and is still, increasing. Asa 
mere matter of fact, it is not true that the class of prostitutes in China 
is larger than in other countriee. The proofs, indeed, are that it 
is emaller than in some European communities. For a ready reference 
in eupport of this ageertion, sec Mr. Bayard Taylor's observations on 
Northern Europe. If, then, Chinese women of all classes immigrated 
freely to this country, it is eafe toray that the proporticn of disreput- 
able ones would be no greater than amongst the average immigration 
from Europe. 

It is a fact that the immigration heretofore has not been drawn 
equally from all classee. But it is equally a fact that it is now begin- 
ning to be co. In the past and present an undue proportion has been 
of the diereputable order. As for apy expectation of eradicating from 
humen scciety an evil which has existed from the earliest record of 
human history, no man of genee entertains it. So long as thereare ten 
thousand male human beings in California, there will bean element of 
disreputable ones. There are sixty thousand Chinamen, which implies, 
under human infirmity, the existence of a certain number of disreput- 
able women of their race. But the further fact, the controlling fact, 
and the most disgraceful fact of the whole business is, that these 
women derive their main support from the very class of men who 
evince, in acts of brutality, their opposition to Chincee immigration of 
any sort. And ro Jong ag this fact continucs, the objectionable part 
of the immigration may be expected to continue in a proportion 
greater than that which is chargeable on the Chinese themeelves. 
Farther : so long as we possess a class of citizens who are brutalised in 
nature and instinct, we must cxpcct come of this disproportion to be 
maintained. 

Since the laws of human ‘industry (cpposition to which is a mere 
butting of onc’s head against the everlaeting rocks) decree that we are 
to have the Chinaman amongst us, every consideration of political and 
social economy, and of humanity itself, urge us to foster and encourage 
the immigration of bis wife. 1t will make a better citizen and a better 
man of him. We want him for his labour, and it will make him a better 
labourer. If it be an object to prevent his returning with the scanty 
savings of his wages to his native land, no other means may be found 
go efficient as that of giving him a home in thie. John’s total savings 
are not an appreciable clement in any one of our local financial pro- 
blems. But the products of John’s labour (our manufactures) are at 
the very foundation of our prosperity and wealth. Since, then, the 
gain is all on our side, let us concede to him what we can to lighten 
the burden of labour and sweeten the bitterness of life. Give John 
his wife and his home, and he will repay us therefor many fold. 


THE NEW US. MINISTER TO PEKING. 


From San Francisco we have the following notice of Mr. Low :—It 
is 20 seldom that one has cccasion to praise a foreign appointment 
from this country that the designation of ex-Governor Low as Minister 
to China affords a pleasing surprise. Mr. Low is not only a representa- 
tive Californian, but a representative American, and so, while our local 
pride is gratified by his selection, the natural anxiety which all feel 
who are interested in the subject of our relations with China is relieved 


when the name of the new Minister is announced. The attention of ; 


all civilised nations is just now directed toward the strange, mysterious 
country which, standing between the old and new civilisations of the 
world, is aptly called the Middle Kingdom. Reluctantly emerging 
from her ancient seclusion, distrustful of her eager new friends, and 
still paralysed by the influences of Oriental sluggishness and enerva- 
tion, China to-day presents the most interesting and fascinating 
study of any nation upon the face of the earth. How much the natural 
and created wealth of the country has been exaggerated, and how 
much has been concealed ; how far genuine are the professed desires 
for material progress of the people; what are the relations of the 
people to the rulers; and what is the undeveloped policy of the central 
ruling force in China—these are all questions which not only must 
interest every thoughtful observer, but they greatly concern all man- 
kind, for they enter into the problem of human progrces everywhere. 
Mr. Low has paid some attention to these questions, we believe, and 
has heretofore shown that he has some advanced ideas relative to the 
position which China holds to the rest of the world. 
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That the appointment of Mr. Low is eminently satisfactory to the 
| people of the Pacific States need hardly be said. An evidence of its 
fitness, in the eyes of our representative men, is found in the following 
despatch sent to President Grant yesterday :— 
San Francisco, Sept. 29, 1869. 
To President U. S. Grant, Washington City, D. C. 
Ex-Governor Low's appointment to the Chinese Mission is a high 
compliment to this Coast, eminently satisfactory to our people, and 
ives the nation a representative at that ancient empire whose ability 
and acquaintance with their customs, commerce and industries will 
vindicate the fitness of his selection.

CHARGE OF SCUTTLING A SHIP. 

At the Justice Room of the Mansion House, on the 16th inst., 
Thomas Bulman, described as a master mariner, was brought before 
Alderman Sir Robert Carden, on a charge of scuttling the ship Old 
England on the high seas in July last, with intent to defraud the 
underwriters of Lloyd’s, who had effected policies of insurance on the 
vessel. In another column we record the fact of a Board of Trade 
enquiry being held with reference to the loss of the vessel, resulting in 
the cancellation of Captain Bulman’s certificate. 

The present proceedings were commenced by Mr. Lewis, who eaid he 
appeared on behalf of Llovd's Salvage Association to prefer a very 
serious charge against the prisoner of scuttling and casting away a 
ship called the Old England on the high seas, with intent to prejudice 
the onderwritera, and he thought when the Alderman had heard the facts 
he would have no hesitation in saying the evidence brought home to 
the prisoner the commission of that very heinous crime. The Old 
England was a verse] of 1,030 tons, and the prisoner was the captain 
and part owner. He effected a certain insurance upon his share of the 
ship and upon personal property in her which belonged to him. She 
left Cardiff in cane last on a voyage to Point de Galle. She was then 
perfectly tight and stanch, and the only drawback to her proper 
equipment was that the pumps were not in very good order, but atill 
in sufficient order to keep the ship quite dry, as the evidence would 
show. Mr. Lewis then related the circumstances attending the alleged 
scuttling and abandonment of the vessel as they were afterwards partly 
stated in evidence. THe added that after the ship had become derelict 
the captain and crew were taken on hoard a Portuguese brig, when 
within about twenty-four hours’ sail of Pernambuco; that on the cap- 
tain arriving in England he produced a log-book, which had clearly 
been written after and not during the voyage; that, on being asked to 
explain the circumstance, he eaid in effect that the old log-book bad 
become very dirty, and that, the master of the Portuguese brig having 
expressed a with to sce how English captains kept a log-bock, he gave 
it to him. The Portuguese captain, by the way, was not able to read 
or speak o word of English, co that the Alderman might judge of 
what use a log-book in that language could be to him. When those 
explanations were given at Lloyd's the authorities there could draw 
but one ccnclusion from them. Mr. Lewis then called as witnesses 
the cook and the steward, who deposed that they saw the captain and 
the carpenter down in the after hold with a couple of augurs ; that 
before that the ship was free from water, but soon after she began to 
fill, and the crew took refuge on board a Portuguese brig. The wit- 
nesses admitted that no secret was made of the augurs, that the chip 
had been leaking, and that the crew were tired with pumping. The 
magistrate remanded the prisoner, and refused to take bail. 


SILK MANUFACTURING IN THE Unrrep States.—The business of manu- 
facturing silk has progressed in the United States far beyond the esti- 
mate generally formed by unobservant persons. <A great proportion 
of the silk goods sported by American ladies, who pay extravagant 
prices'for them under the pleasing delusion that they are adorning 
their persons with the products of French and Italian skill, are made 
in that unclaimed State called New Jersey. Paterson isthe head-quar- 
ters of this business, boasting of fifteen factories, which turn out all 
sorts of siik wares, from sewing silks to the most beautiful gros grains. 
New York city contains about fifty mills, and Philadelphia has thirty 
trimming factories. Schenectady, Troy, and Yonkers, in New York 
State ; Manefield, Hartford, and Manchester, in Connecticut, and at 
many other places throughout the Northern States, this business 
flourishes. The manufacture of ribbons, braids, and trimmings has in- 
creased largely. One establishment at Pateraon, New Jersey, makes 
the following amounts of the specified articles every month, viz. :— 
38,0001bs. of manufactured thread, 1,000 gross of silk braids, 600 gross 
hat-bands, and 350 yards of serge. It employs 300 hands, mostly 
children. Another at the same place turns out 70,000 yards dress 
trimming monthly. A Connecticut firm established at Manchester 
fabricate each year 60,000Ibs. of thrown silk, 60,000lbs. of ‘ patent 
spun,” 100,000 pieces belt ribbons, and 600,000 yards wide goods, com- 
prising dress silks, gros grains, poplins, foulards, and pongees. They 
employ 1,000 hands. The raw silk used by these various factories ig 
imported from China and Japan free of duty, but first passes through 
the English market, where the prices are fixed. It is hoped that the 
Pacific Railroad will do away with this obstacle by passing the raw silk 
direct to Eastern manufacturers. We have here (observes the United 
States Economist) some clear perception of the vast market ready in 
our own country to take all the supplies that California can possibly 
furnish. The exports of silk worm eggs alone from Yokohama for the 
year 1868 amounted to five and a half million of dollars, a fact which 
furnishes an indication of the demand for raw silks. 

Tue BuRNinG orj{THE Emperor's Patack aT Pexina.—We briefly 
noticed in our last this event. It appears that the loss entailed is a 
very serious one. In the Wu-yin-tien—the principal buildings de- 
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stroyed—were stored a large and very valuable collection of the books 
published by order of those munificent patrons of literature the Man- 
chu Emperors, and of blocks for printing. From their connection 
with literature they are the best known buildings in the Palace. Their 
name appears on the title pages of all the Imperial editions of books 
printed during the last two hundred yeare. It was here that the 
famous work “ Tu-shu-chi-chengf’—a single copy of which now costs 
as much as £500—was printed with copper types at the begin- 
ning of the eighteenth century. And it was here that the large and 
valuable collection of works known as the “Si-ku” was printed. “‘ the 
mere catalogue of which, with critiques upon them, occupies nearly 
200 chapters.” The fire broke out in a side building occupied by 
workmen at one o'clock on the morning of the 28th of July, and it is 
supposed that some scraps of paper that they had been in the habit 
of burning to keep off the mosquitoes ignited the parings lett by the 
bookbinders, and hence the mischief. The fire raged until eight 
o'clock, when it was got under by the exertions of the courtiers and 
soldiers, after having destroyed seven ranges of buildings, consisting 
of five compartments each. The disaster affords occasion to the aged 
secretary, Wo-gen, to warn the Emperor against indulging in fine 
buildings and Juxury generally, when the people at his gates are 
starving, when his treasury is empty, and when yet two provinces are 
in the hands of the rebels. ‘‘In ancient times,” he tells his Imperial 
master, ‘‘the Emperors were told that destructive fires in the palace 
were judgments sent to the reigning monarchs for repairing his plea- 
sure houses while the people were groaning in poverty.” 


Launca or THe ‘‘WiLnELMINE Emta.”—Thisa vessel, a screw com- 
posite, has been built by Messrs. Wingate and Co.,on Clyde, to the 
order of Messrs. Miller Bros., Glasgow, for their friends, Messrs. 
Siber and Bremould, Japan. She is a handsome steamer, of 620 tons, 
fitted with a pair of improved compound surface-condensing engines 
of 100-horse power, and is classed 16 years Al at Lloyd’s. The cere- 
mony of naming her Wilhelmine Emma was performed by Mrs. Peter 
Miller, of Mosesfield. The construction of this steamer is of a xome- 
what movel description, the bottom being composite, with flush iron 
topsides, so as to combine in the highest degree the strength and 
stiffness of an iron vessel with the anti-fouling properties of a com- 
posite. The cabins are most elegantly fitted up in polished hardwood, 
and the vessel altogether a credit to those concerned. She has been 
placed on the loading berth at Glasgow for Japan by Messrs. Miller 
and Messrs. Skinner. 


Taz TELecRaPH Construction Company.—The directois and friends 
of this company dined at the Albion Tavern on the occasion of the 
ee sailing of the Great Eastern from Sheerness with the 
submarine cable manufactured for the British Indian Submarine Tele- 
graph Company. Sir D. Gooch was in the chair, and among those 
who proposed or acknowledged toasts were Lord Houghton, Mr. R. 
W. Crawford, M.P., Lord William Hay, the Right Hon. W. N. Massey, 
Capt. Barrow, Capt. Seymour, Mr. Verdon, Mr. Pender, Capt. Sherard 
Osborn, and Capt. Halpin. Mr. Massey said he was pleased to be able 
t announce that on that very day arrangements had been completed 
for the extension of the cable to the principal Chinese ports, by means 
of Ceylon and Singapore, and thence also to Australia. 


THE JAPANESE CoLony IN CALIFoRNIA.—The American journals report 
that the Japanese colony, at Gold-hill, California, is much less success- 
fal than has been claimed by interested parties. That there are but 
eight Japancse there ; that the one hundred and forty “soon to arrive” 
never have embarked from their native land; that from the several 
million tea seeds brought by the colony, less than 130 plants have been 
produced, and these in 4 puny condition, and that only two of the 
several hundred mulberry trees brought are alive, the dry summer 
having killed the remainder. 


Cauirornia SILK Ecos mv France.—Last autumn a banking house 
in San Francisco purchased and shipped the first merchantable lot of 
silkworm eggs exported from America. It is true it was not a very 
important shipment as regards amount—it was only a few thousand 
dollars’ worth, but it was important to that country as the first legiti- 
mate profit from years of anxious experiment and tedious labour, and 
it was important to France and Italy as opening for the sericulturists 
of those nations a chance of recovering a healthy stock of their fa- 
Vourite species. 


8mm James Hore at PortsmoutH.—Yeaterday being the anniversary 
of the battle of Trafalgar, Nelson’s flagehip Victory was, in accordance 
with custom, dressed at each mast-head and yardarms with laurel 
Wreaths. During the afternoon some few of the remaining survivors 
of the memorable engagement went on board, and were, with several 
of the senior executive, petty, and executive officers in the port, en- 
terlained at dinner through the liberality of Admiral Sir James Hope. 


More Coor1z Horrors.—The French barque Tamaris, which left 
Macao with three hundred coolies on the 6th Feb. for Havana, put into 
St. Helena, the coolies having dwindled down to seventy-five! ! We 
gave an account of this vessel putting into Padang some months since, 
after having murdered the captain and part of the crew. 


Launcu oF THE “ Eastern Isies.”—Mesere. Archd. M’Millan and 
Son launched from their building yard at Dumbarton a fine composite 
&rew-steamer of 600 tons register, and classed 16 years Al at Lloyd's. 
She has been named Eastern Jsles, and is Jaid on at Glasgow for China 
and Japan. 


_ Tae New Szason’s Tea Ciiepers.—We have to announce the ar- 
Tival of the Taeping, on 28rd, from Foochow, in 106 days; the Argo- 
naut, from Shanghai, on 21st, in 112 days; the Belted Will, from Can- 
ton, on 21st, in 104 days.

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THE FLAGSHIP FOR CHINA. 

The Admiralty authorities have again changed their intentions with 
reference to the appointment of a flag-ship for the China squadron ; 
the Penelope was the first vessel selected, afterwards, as announced in 
our issue of the 4th inst., the screw frigate Glasgow, and now we are 
informed that orders for her fitting out have been countermanded, and 
that the Audacious has been substituted. The last-named ship is new 
—indeed, she is not yet fully completed, being only just out of the hands 
of her builders, Messrs. Napier and Sons, of Glasgow. The Audacious is 
an iron veasel, partially armour-plated, of fourteen guna, 3,774 tons 
burthen, and 800-horse power; she has been constructed upon Captain 
Cowper Coles’ turret principle, at a cost for hull and engines of 
£226,857 ; her length between perpendiculars is 280 feet, and extreme 
breadth 54 feet; her draught of water forward will be 21 feet 6 inches, 
and aft 22 feet 6 inches. The engines, by Messrs. Ravenhill, of Glas- 
gow, are on an improved expansive plan, with surface condensers- 
Orders have been received at Portsmouth from the Admiralty for the 
Donegal, screw line-of-battle ship, 3,246 tons, 800-horae power, to be 
Temoved from her harbour moorings and placed alongside the dock- 
yard, to fit out for a voyage to China and back. She is to take out 
the officers and crew for the Ocean, for service under Rear-Admiral 
Kellett’s flag. Captain Hewitt, V.C., Sir H. Kellett’s flag-captain, will 
probably proceed to China by this vessel. The officers and men who 
have served on board the Ocean, under the flag of Sir H. Keppel, will 
return to England in the Donegal. 


ARMY CONTROL. 

The Army and Navy Gazette atates that the arrangements for the 
new Department of Army Control are completed, the Treasury assent 
having been given, and that in a very brief period they will be formally 
promulgated in a Royal Warrant. If we are rightly informed, the de- 
partment will be divided into two sub-departmente—one for Supply 
and Transport, which will include the Army Service Corps, and another 
for Pay. The former sub-department, acting under the Control De- 
partment, will manage all stores, clothing, and provisions, and the 
transport thereof, and officers of this sub-department will have the 
command of the new Army Service Corps. The duties of the Pay 
Sub-Department are sufficiently indicated by the name. The officers 
in the Control Department will be divided into three grades—controller, 
ranking relatively with 2 major-general; deputy-controller, with a 
colonel; and assistant-controller, with a lieutenant-coloncl, and those 
combatant officers employed on probation will rank as majors. The 
combatant officers to be selected in the first instance for this last- 
mentioned position must not be under the rank of captain. After the 
first formation of the establishment the Control Department will be 
filled by promotions from the Sapply and Transport Sub-Department, 
and by officers of the army, who must have five years’ service, be under 
thirty years of age, if from the cavalry or infantry, and have gone 
through the Staff College. After two years’ probation, if approved, 
they will join the Control Department, receiving the value of 
their commissions. During the two years’ probation they wil 
be detached from their regiment, and, if in the ordnance 
corps, seconded. The pay of a controller will be £3, of a 
deputy £2, and of an assistant £1 a-day, and this latter rate 
will be given to combatant officers who are probationers in lieu of their 
regimental pay. In the Supply and Transport Sub-Departments the 
ranks will be commissary, deputy commissary, and assistant commis- 
sary, ranking with major, captain, and lieutenant respectively. Two 
years’ service in the army is a necessary preliminary, aud the officers 
must be under twenty-five years of age if from the Line, and thirty if 
from the Artillery or Engineers, Non-commissioned officers of espe 
cially good qualifications, and under thirty years of age, are likewise 
to beeligible. The pay of a commissary will be 17s. 6d., of a deputy 
lls. 6d., and of an assistant 9s. a-day respectively, these rates increas- 
ing after five years’ service. The Sub-Department of Pa) masters will 
also be divided into three grades, with pay ranging from 10s. 6d. to 
25s. a-day. It is understood that retirement from the Control De- 
partment ahall be compulsory at sixty, and from the Sub-Departments 
at fifty-five years of age. We have also reason to believe that most of the 
personal arrangements are so far completed that nothing but formal 
sanction is required. Great Britain will be divided into the London, 
Northern, South-Eastern, Western, South-Western, Eastern, Chatham, 
Woolwich, and Scotch districts. Commissary-General Drake will have 
charge of the Northern; Purveyor-in-Chief Robertson, C.B., of the 
South-Weatern ; Deputy Commissary-General de Fonblanque of the 
South-Eastern ; Deputy Superintendent of Stores W. M. King of the 
Eastern; Assistant Commiseary-General H. Moore of the Western ; 
Assistant Commissary-General Adams of the Chatham; Assistant 
Commissary-General Rogers of the Woolwich ; Deputy Superintendent 
of Stores St. George of the Scotch ; and Assistant Commissary-General 
Winter of the London districts. ‘The appointments generally will be 
filled by officers of the Commissariat, Purveyors, and Store Depart- 
ments, and, in the firat instance, we believe that only two combatant 
officers will be attached to the department—Captain Hozier, of the 
3rd Dragoon Guards, and Captain Stuart, now on the Quartermaster- 
General's Staff in Ireland.

TROOPS FOR CHINA AND THE STRAITS. 


The Ellenborough sailed from Gravesend on the 10th inst., with the 
following detachments of troops for China and the Straite Settlements: 
—70 non-commissioned officers and men, 7 soldiers’ wives, and 5 chil- 
dren of the 75th Regiment ; 9 non-commissioned officers and gunpers 
of the Royal Artillery; and 1 man and woman of the Army Hospital 
Corps, for Singapore; 3 men of the Royal Artillery, for Penang ; 30 
non-commissioned officers and gunners, 9 soldiers’ wives, and 9 children 
of the 75th Regiment from Shorncliffe, 14 men of the Royal Artillery 
from Woolwich, and 1 woman of the Royal Engineers, for Hong Kong. 
The following officers embarked with the troops: Captain Michael 
John Sexton, Royal Artillery, in command of the troops, and Ensign 
Robert Hawkee Ellis, 75th Regiment, for Hong Kong; Lieutenant John 
Hume Hart, Royal Artillery; Ensign Reginald B. Rudyerd, Ensign 
Philip F. Walker, and Ensign Henry Iarding Matthias, 75th Regi- 
ment, for Singapore; the whole under the medical charge of Staff 
Surgeon Augustus Frederick Turner. 


THE SANITARY CONDITION OF THE ARMY. 

The Report annually issued by the Medical Department of the Army 
is this year of a comparatively uninteresting and of a correspondingly 
satisfactory character. In other words, the sickness and mortality in 
the army were near the usual avcrages. Compared with the results for 
1866 there has been an increase in the ratio of deaths to the extent of 
2.28 per 1.000, and a decrease in the proportion of men discharged the 
service as invalids amounting to 4.8 per 1,000. There has also been a 
decrease in the mean daily sick of 2 per 1,000. The rate of mortality, 
though higher than in 1466, was still a little under the average of the 
last seven years, and the numbers discharged as invalids und con- 
stantly non-effective from sickness were each 5 per 1,000 bclow the 
average. The only exceptionally high mortality (71.07 per 1,000) 
occurred at Jamaica, and was occasioned by yellow fever. This disease 
attacked 90 persons in a garrison of the average strength of 728, and 
destroved 38 of them, the deaths from other causes being only seven in 
all. ‘The highest rate of sickne-s wag in the Mauritius, where the 
admissions to hospital were in the proporticn of 2,233 per 1,000, and 
the mortulity waa 40-95 per 1,000 in a garrison of the average strength 
of 1,294. In India, ineludiny all three Presidencies, the admissions 
to hespitals were 1,379 per 1.°U0 of force, and the deaths 28°56; the 
deaths in Bengal having been somewhat above, and in Bombay 
and Madras somewhat below the average. In Malta the pro- 
portion of admissions was $63; the deaths were 2419 per 1,000. 
In the United Kingdom the admissions were 870, the deaths 9°40. 
The great scourge of the army—the discases due to sexual immorality 
—is not only unabating, but increasing. In the United Kingdom the 
increase hag been 83 cases per 1, (U0 of force; in Gibraltar the increase 
over 1806 hes been ‘considerable; ” in Barbadoes it has been 32 per 
1,000: in New Zealand the number of cases has been nearly double the 
average ; in Japan it has amounted to 797 per 1,000, and in Bombay to 
723 per 1,000. Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, Honduras, and Aus- 
tralia all report an increase; and at all the stations this increase has 
been chiefly due to the syphilitic group of maladies—the most impor- 
tant and far-reaching in their cflects. Malta, Jamaica, China, Ben- 
gal, and Madras report a decrease, but not to an extent that balances 
the increase elsewhere. It ia surcly time that the efficiency of the 
present Coniagious Diseases Act should be recognised, and that an en- 
deavour should be made to increase the practical value of its provi- 
sions. The appendix to the report contains, as usual, a number of 
highly valuable communications on a great variety of subjects that 
affect the health and well-being of the soldier. The second of these 
communications is a commentary by the Army Sanitary Commission 
on the cleansing of Indian stations; and it enters at length into the 
consideration of the ‘dry earth system.” This, which has been so 
succeasful at Wimbledon, is altogether condemned by the Commission 
as being more expensive, more troublesome, and lees efficient than a 
water system, and they append to their remarks some interesting ob- 
servations on the utilisation of ordinary sewage. 








THE YANGCHOW RIOT.

After all that has been published respecting the Yangchow riot, the 
editorials of home journals and the Jate debate in the House of Lords 
render it evident that there is still great ignorance of the facts of the 
case, even amoug thoge whose duty it was to better inform themselves. 


1. In regard to the Yangchow affair, they assume that the mission- 
aries were “imprudent” in going eo “far inland ”"—beyond, it is said, 
**consular jurisdiction.” But what are the facts? They were but 
fiftcen miles by water, and ten miles by land from the open port of 
Chinkiang, where were a custom-house, Consular establishments, and a 
number of foreign residents. Yangchow is in sight from the Chinkiang 
British Consulate, and may easily be reached from there on a pony in 
an hour and a-hi:f. So much for being ‘‘ far inland,” away from Con- 
sular jurisdiction. If the jurisdiction of a Consul docs not cxtend 
to Foreigners when distant from an open port but ten miles, then 
what assurance can Foreigners have of protection when they leave an 
opep port and proceed into the interior for trade, or recreation, or any 
other purpose, the very shorteat distance ? 

2. The Yangchow missionaries, though go near an open port, had 
passports. Aceurding to a special provision in the old treaties, Fo- 
reigners are allowed with passports to proceed into the interior, with- 
out limit as to distance. Is not a Foreigner with a passport in his 
pocket, however far he may be in the interior, under the protection 
of his Consul, and also of the Chinese officials? Yet Lord Clarendon, 
in his letter to the directors of the London Missionary Society, de- 
clares that “it is impossible for Her Majesty's Government to protect 
a missionary establishment in places where no Consular authority is at 
hand.” <And it is very noticeable that, in the whole debate in the 
House of Lords, no reference is made to the passport system, by virtue 
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of which missionaries, merchants, and scientific men have hitherto 
travelled in the interior. Is the British Government about to dispense: 
with the passport system ? 

According to the principles laid down in the Treaty with the United 
States, recently agreed upon at Washington, citizens of the United 
States of America are to have the same privileges in China that are 
accorded to Chinese in the United States. This is equivalent to dis- 
pensing with passports, and to allowing citizens of the United States 
to travel, rent or purchase houses and lands, and reside wherever they 
like in China. But this fine and darling theory of the Burlingame 
Embassy is, however, fatally opposed by the great inequality of confer- 
ring upon the Chinese all the advantages of a highly civilised and en- 
lightened state of society, of just laws and an equitable government, 
while citizens of the United States in China must be subjected to all 
the disadvantages of a very low state of civilisation, of antiquated or: 
unjust laws, and a Government in its practical workings but little re- 
moved from barbarism. 

3. Again, the Yangchow missionaries, before visiting that city, took 
the precaution to consult with some officers of different nationalities, as 
to the propriety and practicability of residing there; and they all 
agreed that they had the right, and that it was undoubtedly feasible 
for them to do go. 

4, Moreover, the missionaries obtained of the Taoutai under whoge 
jarisdiction Yangchow lies, an official despatch to the officers of that 
city, informing them of the object of the missionaries, and directing 
them to afford them protection and aid in securing a place of residence. 
The native officers of all grades, so far as I have heard. all admit the 
right of Foreigners under the treaties to rent houses and reside in the 
interior. That the Chinese Government and the provincial officers do 
admit this right is proved by the fact that Foreigners do actually pos- 
sess houses and rcside in every province in the Empire. 

5. By means of the Taoutai'’s despatch, the missionaries had no diffi- 
culty in obtaining the issue of @ proclamation by the district magt- 
strate of Yangchow, allaying any suspicions that might be secretly 
entertained among the people respecting them, and greatly facilitating 
the renting of a house. 

6. The missionaries have been blamed for going in so large a party. 
But in the first instance only Mr. Taylor and his family went there, 
remaining about a month, living part of the time in a boat, and the 
other part in an inn. Finding the people and authorities apparently 
so friendly disposed, and having obtained a house in a romewhat re- 
tired locality, he felt no hesitation in inviting a fellow missionary with 
his family to come and reside, bringing with him a printing press aud 
materials, &c., for printing; also philosophical, chemical, and phote- 
graphic apparatus, a case of surgical instruments, a musical instru- 
ment, books, clothing, &c., &e.—all of which were destroyed or taken 
away during the riot. The Suturduy Review makes itself merry over 
the “indemnity for losses extorted from the Chinese.” But this ridi- 
cule is sadly out of place. When Mr. Taylor was called upon by the 
Consul to give a valuation of the losses sustained, he could not at once 
call to mind all the articles that were Jost ; and it was afterwards foun, & 
that the estimate given fell scveral hundred dollars below the actu Z 
loss. And up to this time the missionaries have received nothing fro 
injuries suffered. One received a permanent injury to his eye, an- 
other a hernia that will incommode him for life. The Saturday Rie- 
vicw misrepresents them as demanding “indemnity ;” but they d d 
not, and the compensation and penalties demanded by Consul Me®- 
hurst were most moderate and just. And in regard to the largene®s 
of the party, it should be mentioned that some of the missionaries 
who happened to be present during the riot were merely making a 
temporary visit, one or two having arrived on the very day of the riot. 

7. It has generally been assumed that the mob was raised by the 
preaching of Christianity, and especially by declaiming against ances 
tral worship. But the tacts of the cace prove beyond all controversy 
that the propagation of Christianity, and the agsailing of Chinese 
superstitions, had nothing whatever to do with exciting the disturb- 
ance. The missionaries had not yet commenced preaching at all. And 
even if they had, it is not Mr. Taylor's custom, nor that of the more 
experienced missionaries generally, I believe, when preaching to a wild 
heathen audience, to begin with invcighing againgt ancestral worship 
and other Chinese superstitions, but rather to begin with certain 
generally admitted principles. Those who have raised objections to- 
the mode of missionaries’ preaching have probably never heard a mis- 
sionary preach, never perhapa visited a mission chapel or school, and 
in fact know nothing from per-onal inspection, or from trustworthy 
sources, of the operations of missionaries. In the Yangchow case, they 
had been occupied with obtaining a house, in making repairs, and 
getting settled, and had not yet begun missionary operations; much. 
less haa they assailed any of the cherished religious opinions or prac- 
tices of the people. The people knew nothing of Christianity ; hence 
howcould they feel opposition to it? Moreover, they were friendly. When 
the Foreigners appeared in the streets, there was, of course, the usual 
idle curiosity, but nothing rude. And the missionaries were careful 
not to excite even that unnecessarily ; the ladies did not appear in the 
streets when they wished to walk, but took a boat and went to a retired 
place two or three miles distant. 

So much for the alleged ‘‘ imprudence”’ of the missionaries—‘‘ that 
small independent body of men,” as the Earl of Shaftesbury said, “ who 
raised this fuss,” while the great missionary societies conduct their 
proceedings with so much zeal and judement.” Indeed if “a small 
body of independent men, acting under no central authority,” act 
with so much discretion as facts prove they did, what paragons of good 
judgment, circumspection and prndence must be the missionaries 
under the direction of “the great missionary societies.” 

How was the riot caused? Precisely in the same way that 
every riot of which I have hard has been produced, viz., by the in- 
stigation of the gentry, ze., rich, literary men, especially that class 
who, fuiling to obtain an appointment to an oflicial position for ex- 
torting money, make extortion in a private way their busincas. This 
class of men, very numerous in Ciina, invariably have within easy. 
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call a set of ignorant, loafing, athletic bullies, to perform their low, 
mean business. In the Yangchow case, a number of these gentry held 
@ secret meeting at least fifteen days before any disturbance arose, and 
deliberately formed their plan for ejecting the Foreigners from the 
city. This plan was the usual one of posting inflammatory handbills, 
and circulating “agitating reports,” and thus working upon the igno- 
rance and passions of the populace, until a mob could be excited. Two 
incidents especially emboldened them to make this attempt, firat, the 
recent withdrawal of the English Consul from Chinkiang, and the ap- 
pointment of an assistant in his place (Mr. Taylor heard the matter 
remarked upon in the tea-shops of Yangchow) ; secondly, the fact, 
which had also become noised abroad at Yangchow, that the missionaries 
had just been successfully baffled by the district magistrate of Chin- 
kiang, in their attempts to procure a house in that city. The manner 
in which this last was done is worthy of note, since it appears to be the 
one now generally adopted by unfriendly officials to prevent Foreigners 
from obtaining houses in the interior. A Foreigner renta a house, 
the writings are duly made and signed by the proper parties and by 
the usual *‘ middle-men ;” the Foreigner is soon surprised (for the 
gentry have secretly been at work) at receiving from the officer of the 
place a polite note, informing him that the man who has rented him 
the house is not its proper owner, the contract is void, and the house 
must be given up ; in the meantime the owner of the house is informed 
secretly that if he does not get back his house he will suffer for it, <A 
case quite analogous to this has just occurred, but a few days since, in 
Kinghwa fu, in the Chekiang province. A Foreigner rented a small 
house, the writings were all duly drawn up and signed, and the day 
fixed when he was to take possession of the house. The gentry went 
to work, compelled the owner to secretly sell the house to them, and 
the day before the Foreigner waa to take possession a mob was taken 
to the spot, the house was taken to pieces, and every stick and brick 
of it was curried away and deposited ina temple! That was an Ame. 
rican, and if the United States officers in China do not cause those 
gentry to return that house to its former condition, or else obtain 
another honse for the United States citizen in its place, I should like 
to know of what account the treaty of reciprocity is that was recently 
agreed upon with the Chinese Embassy at Washington? And of what 
account also is the ‘‘ most highly favoured nation clause’’ in the old 
treaty of 1859? for Frenchmen are allowed to rent and purchase 
houses and reside throughout the empire. It is true they are Romish 
priests, and the United States citizen mentioned above is a Protestant 
missionary, very ‘‘ prudent,” of one of ‘‘ the great missionary societies.” 

The gentry at Yangchow began at once to carry out their plan. At 
first the anonymous handbills in manuscript were posted, containing 
absurd charges against the Foreigners, and threatening them, and also 
the landlord and house agents. These not exciting much attention, 
large placards, a yard long, were printed and posted up throughout 
the city, stating that “ these brigands of the religion of Jesus opened 
foundling hospitals for the purpose of enticing into them small 
children, that they might cook and eat them; that they scooped out 
the eyes, and took out the lungs and livers of the dying who might be 
within their power.” For such monstrous reports they had, in the 
minds of the people, some apparent foundation, for there had recently 
been considerable sickness in the foundling hospital of the Romish 
mission in Yangchow, and many of the children had died. A man 
having been detected at one of the city gates in carrying out a child 
covered up in a basket, to bury it in the Roman Catholic burying 
ground, so great an excitement was awakened that the magistrate of 
Yangchow caused some eighteen of the graves of the little children who 
had died in the hospital to be opened, and their corpses examined, to 
ascertain whether they bad been mutilated or not. The “ taking ont 
of the eves and lungs and livers” is an old standing charge against 
Romanist missionarics throughout the Empire, and the people and even 
the literati and officials make no distinction between Romanists and 
Protestants—everything “foreign” is all the eame to them, and 
equally tu be condemned, simply because it is ‘‘ foreign.” 

These and such like horrible charges had the desired effect ; the 
people were roused. Nor were the missionaries indifferent and inac- 
tive. They petitioned the prefect to take steps to repreas the growing 
excitement and disturbance, but he treated the matter lightly and did 
nothing. Again they petitioned the prefect, reminding him of the 
possible result of the excitement, unless it was checked ; he promised 
to take action, but remained inactive. Other placards were posted, of 
such a vile and indecent character as to be unfit for publication ; ex- 
aggerated and most absurd rumours were flying in every direction ; 
the whole city wasina ferment. But the officials still did nothing. 
Had they issued a proclamation when requested, threatening the jnsti- 
gators of the mob, and allaying the absurd fears of the people, there 
can be no doubt that the riot would have been prevented. Even a 
placard posted by the missionaries, containing a refutation of the out- 
rageous charges, had a marked effect upon the deluded people. Two 
or three years since precisely similar efforts were made to excite a mob 
against the missionaries at Hangchow, but the officials, when appealed 
to, at once issued proclamations, which pat a stop to the nefarious pro- 
ceedings of the gentry, and the missionaries remained in peace. 

« On the 22nd of August, 1868, two Foreigners from Chinkiang, one 


of them a United States Consul, paid a visit to Yangchow, passing | 


quietly through the streets, looking at any curios they might find, and 
also called on the missionaries. In the afternoon they returned to 
Chinkiang. Immediately the report was circulated that ‘‘ twenty 
children were missing,” who were ‘‘ taken away to be cooked and 
eaten,” or for some other equally horrible purpose. Upon this the 
excitement burst into a flame, the mob was called out, and that same 
evening it accomplished its fiendish work. Now in view of all these 
facts who can have any doubts as to who were the instigators, and what 
was the cause of that riot? Where in the whole history of that affair 
is there ary act, any course of procedure of the missionaries to which 
the blame can be attached? Is it not perfectly evident that the gentry, 
entirely without any just cause, excited the populace and raised the 
mob, and that the officials secretly connived at their proceedings ? 

The opinion appears to have become widely prevalent that the 
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Chinese authorities and people are especially opposed to the propaga 
tion of Christianity. Even Sir Rutherford Alcock, in his despatches 
to Her Majesty’s Government (as stated by Lord Clarendon in the 
debate), has ‘‘ referred to the riots which have occurred as a proof that 
not only the authorities and influential persons, but the whole popu- 
lation of China, are adverse to the spread of missionary establish- 
ments ;’’ hence ‘‘ that it would be very inconsistent with wisdom or 
prudence to insist upon an article in the new treaty to be negotiated 
with China, empowering missionaries to purchase lands and reside in 
the interior.” Now, from an intimate acquaintance with the Chinese 
during a period of fifteen years. and from experience of their opposition 
both near the open ports and far in the interior, I do not hesitate to 
affirm that Sir Rutherford’s inference from the riots is utterly false, 
not being consonant with facts. The root of the opposition that hag 
led to disturbances is not found in any special repugnance to Christ- 
ianity. but in hatred to all Foreigners, as such. Ata place 250 miles 
in the interior, where we have met with much opposition, I took spe- 
cial pains to ascertain the ground of it; and J found that it was not 
aimed at Christianity, but the current talk of the opposera in private 
among themselves was, ‘ If missionaries are allowed to come and re- 
side among us, they will no doubt be followed, by and by, by other 
and perhaps unprincipled Foreigners, and especially by merchants with 
sufficient capital to take the trade out of the hands of our native mer- 
chants.’ This last consideration seemed to weigh most with them. 
Merchants have often met with opposition, and have often been driven 
from places in the interior. Missionaries are residing in cities in the 
interior, and boldly prosecuting their missionary operations where 
merchants would not be allowed to stay, and where, in some instances, 
merchants had previously been driven away. A merchant and his 
servants had been beaten and robbed by an official and his lictors, at 
a place not far from Yangchow, previous to the Yangchow riot. At 
Taiwan merchants had been as seriously interfered with by the officials 
as the missionaries; and gunboats were called in more to vindicate the 
treaty rights of the merchants than those of missionaries. The same 
was substantially the case at Yangchow. The disturbance at Swatow 
recently, in which placards were posted offering $50 reward for every 
European head, and in the putting down of which by force many lives 
were lost, had nothing to do with the missionaries. Nor had they 
anything to do with the collision at Amoy, in which the rioters were 
fired upon by the marines, and a number of Chinese were woanded, 
and one or two at least killed. 

I cannot close this paper better than by quoting an extract from 
Consul Medhurst’s despatch to Sir Rutherford Alcock, August 81st, 
1868. After having taken the affidavits of the missionaries, and by a 
most careful investigation on the ground having possessed himself of 
the facts of the Yangchow riot, Mr. Medhurst gives the following sum- 
mary of them :—‘‘1. That the attack was entirely unprovoked. 2. 
That it was instigated by the literati and gentry generally. 3. That 
the outrage was distinctly premeditated and occupied time in being 
put into execution. 4. That the local authorities took no pains what- 
ever to prevent or put down the excitement, notwithstanding that they 
were warned of the possible result, and were repeatedly and courteously 
appealed to for protection. 5. That when the rage of the mob had 
been permitted to take its course, and after protection had becn tardily 
accorded, they actually threatened the victims to leave them to their 
fate, unless they recorded it as their opinion that the attack partook 
of the nature of a simple disturbance, punishable as far as the actors in 
it were concerned, with the cangue. And 6, that since the affair took 
place, the authorities have done nothing towards expressing their dis- 
approbation of the conduct of the ringleaders.” 

The mode in which the affair was settled was, under all the circam- 
stances, they very best that could have becn devised. Had it been 
sustained by the British Government, it would have done more to- 
wards the opening of the interior to foreign residents, and prevent- 
ing like infringements of the treatics, than a dozen such embassies as 
that' of Burlingame, or a hundred adjustments by mere diplomacy at 
Peking, or by reference to the Home Governments of Treaty Powers. 
Indeed, justice cannot bo obtained by diplomacy. The treaties are as 
worthless as blank paper unless backed by ‘‘force.” But the Earl of 
Clarendon appears to be in mortal fear lest a Consul, who calls in force 
to compel a provincial Chinese officer to obgerve the treaty stipulations, 
will necessarily involve H.M.’s Government in awar with China. But 
this by no means necessarily follows. Lord Clarendon and his peers 
should by this time have Jearned enough of China to know that it is 
‘*a mountain of sand ;” war in one part does not necesgarily affect any 
other part. The fighting, and the repulse and subsequent victory of 
the allies at Tienatin, in 1858 and 1£59, did not raise a ripple of ex- 
citement at the other ports. Chusan Island, wi:ich is under the juris- 
diction of Ningpo-fu, was takep complete temporary possession of, yet 
all remained perfectly quiet at Ningpo, natives and Foreigners contina- 
ing at their businces as usual. A Consul may call in the aid of a gun- 
boat or man-of-war, and whip a pig- headed refractory provincial man- 
darin into the line of his duty in observing the stipulations of the 
treaty, as at Taiwan-fu and Swatow, without in the least disturbing the 
peaceful relations of China with his own Government ; he has but made 
those relations more firm, friendly, and peaceful. Indeed, this course 
is often a necessity. Cases xave occurred calling loudly for redress, the 
matter was referred to Peking, the central Government in substance 
says :—‘‘ We are certainly very sorry that this breach of the treaty has 
occurred, but we have not the power always to control those provincial 
officers, moreover the people are joined with them in this case, which 
renders it doubly difficult. Suppose we compromise the matter this 
time ; we will reprimand the officer, and give strict orders forbidding 
the like to occur again.” The Minister pities the weakness of the 
Central Government, listens to its sophistry, gives the matter the go 
by, snubs his Consul, and lays the foundation for fresh outrages. Who 
does not see that when the Central Government pleads its inability 
to control the provincial authorities and ‘‘ people,” the only way to ob- 
tain redress is for the Consul to be allowed to call to his aid sufficient 
i force to enable him to bring the contumacions provincial officer and his 
| band of gentry to terma ! 
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THE UPPER YANGTSZE. 

Tux opening of Hankow and Kiukiang to foreign trade 
admitted mercantile enterprise into a vast field previously 
closed against it, though to some extent explored, and known 
to abound in the essentials of a great trade. For some years 
afterwards, our countrymen were content to work—with 
what success we need not specify—the rich mine thus opened 
to them, and hardly cared to inquire into the nature of the 
country that lay beyond the upper portion of the Great 
River, and the districts traversed by it ; and these have ac- 
cordingly remained, until very lately, a terra incognita. It 
would not however have been right to neglect permanently 
the exploration of the Upper Yangtsze. Certainly, neither 
the present aspect of the foreign settlement at Hankow, nor 
the record of its progress during the past few years, offer any 
encouragement towards the foundation of similar settlements 
at other and more distant points ; still, it has been rightly 
considered that our commercial relations with the Chinese 
may be fostered, and our trade developed, by the opening of 
new paths into the inner recesses of the country, without in- 
curring the necessity of building “model settlements” of 
palatial dwelling-houses and massive go-downs at every point. 
The recent exploration of these upper waters, so far as we 
can judge from the Report issued by the Shanghai Chamber 
of Commerce, must be regarded as a highly satisfactory 
achievement. Admiral Kepren acted with his usual good 
judgment in taking the Salamis on a sort of voyage of dis- 
covery up the river; Mr. SwinHoE worthily represented the 
Consular service ; and the Chamber of Commerce made an 
undeniably good choice in selecting as their delegates Messrs. 
Micure and Francis. Their observations show that for a 
distance of at least 360 miles above Hankow the river is 
suitable for steam navigation, and that eventually even this 
will be far from the extreme limit. At least one first-class 
and two second-class trading-marts might be at once availed 
of, Shasi, the most important, being a large city, through 
which passes the entire trade of Szechuen and Yunan, and 
where some 40,000 tons of native shipping was congregated ; 
while Ho-hu and I-chang, though of minor importance, pre- 
sent great trading capabilities. It is worthy of note that 
the people everywhere expressed the greatest willingness to 
trade, and that those who accompanied the expedition agree 
in a firm conviction that wherever foreign merchants present 
themselves they will be civilly, and even cordially, received. 
Here is another great and (to any reasonable mind) con- 
vincing proof, that it is not any rooted aversion or hostility 
on the part of the populace that we have to contend with. 
Let the official class cease their malevolent intrigues, and 
Europeans will no longer be insulted or maltreated by the 
people of China. 











Ovr correspondent at New York informs us that a very 
neat Organ has been contracted for by a gentleman 
from Yokohama, intended for the church at that place.

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THE OTTOMAN EMPIRE AND THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Tne opening of the new Canal, the journey of the Empress, 
and the voyaging of the few journalists who accompany, or, 
rather, follow the Imperial cortége, naturally cause a great 
deal of talking and writing @propos or otherwise to the cir- 
cumstances of the Isthmus; and pamphleteers seize upon 
the opportunity to plead the causes to which they are 
attached, or to argue out the crotchets they have taken up. 
A pamphlet appeared the other day in the Palais Royal 
which appears to have been written to order for the Turkish 
Government, and the style may be fairly judged of by the 
second paragraph of the publication. After speaking of the © 
bold statesmanlike act of the SuLtan in visiting Western Eu - 
rope in 1867, with fitting admiration the writer adds :—* And 
“ with the tact which characterises great nations France ap 
“ plauded him, France exhibited towards him her most re- 
“ gpectful sympathies.” Perhaps such sentences are neces- 

to cause a pamphlet that does not treat of party 
conflict or scandal to be read in Paris, but they do not agree 
with the English notion of sober writing. About fifty-five 
of the sixty pages of this pamphlet are occupied with 
laudation of Turkey and its Government, condemnation of 
every act of the Western Powers in relation to Ottoman 
affairs, abuse of the Viceroy of Eaypr and his Government, 
and the usual declamation against Russian views in the East. 

What is said about the Suez Canal is not of much value, 
but still it deserves notice. The Prodigal Son, who is squander- 
ing the heritage of Mehemet Ali, says the anonymous author, 
has invited the Sovereigns of the West to the inauguration 
of the work of another Prodigal Son, who has managed to 
sink 300 millions of European gold (francs), 300 millions of 
Europeans savings, in the sands of Egypt. The Canal, we 
are assured, is condemned to become barren, profitless before 
ten years are passed if other resources are not found to 
maintain and to complete it, than European capital and the 
produce of the navigation by that route towards the East. 
In order to protect the precarious existence of the Canal 
against the sands of the desert, the vessels that traverse 
it must produce annually 15 millions of francs for the interest 
on the capital of 300 millions, and at least 8 millions for the 
maintenance of the Canal and attendant expenses. Theo 
higher the rates are raised the smaller will be the number of 
trading vessels which will abandon the old route of the 
Cape, and sailing vessels will never do so at all. The Suez 
Canal is a work of luxury, and only passengers who can 
afford to pay well, and light goods, will ever pass through it. 

And we know only too well what would become of our 
railways without heavy goods. The author applauds those 
Powers which have refused to be present at the inauguration, 
and says that the greater the eclat of the ceremony the 
greater will be the ridicule which will fall some day upon 
those who could not see that the work of M. nz LESsEPs is a8 
unstable as the sands through which it is carried. 

The following sentences furnish a good example of the mix- 
ture of truth and error spread through the pages of this 
pamphlet :—“ As regards the present policy of England, it 
“is well to note that this Power formerly enjoyed a preponde- 
“ rating influence at Constantinople, where she was for a time 
“effaced by France, until the Treaty of Unkiar-Skelessi gave 
“ Russia the first place. But England has a constant interest 
“in the maintenance of Turkey, and can never consent to its 
“being reduced. She has, in fact, lost so much of her Euro- 
“pean commerce that she would be compelled to close her 
“factories if nothing but European markets remained to 
“her. But England is still mistress of the commerce 
“with the rest of the world, and is always seeking new 
“outlets. The nearer India is brought to her by a short 
‘route, and by means of steam, the more important becomes 
“her relation with that immense Empire which constitutes 
“ her chief resource.” Yet, in another place, the author declines 
to speak of the Suez Canal after the jealous and interested 
critiques of the English press. The Suez Canal, says our 
author, can never exist on its own resources ; it would, how- 
ever, be a grand and useful undertaking if it could be main- 
tained, extended, and completed. Completed in what direo- 
tion or in what eense is not explained. The Egyptian Govern- 
ment, we are assured, can never meet the incessant demands 
of this work. The Viceregal Government, improvident and 
prodigal to excess, has got to the end of its means, and is 
driving to despair its unbappy subjects, who will soon rise 
up against it. The only possible way to save the Canal from 
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ruin, and to prevent the loss of the immense sums so im- 
providently lent to the KuEpive, we are told, is to restore 
Egypt to its legitimate Sovereign, and force the VICERoY to 
maintain the treaties which he is contiuually violating. It 
not placed in the hands of a powerful Government, the 
shareholders will abandon the work at the first crisis. There 
is no counting on English capital to raise up the enterprise ; 
English capitalists have never been favourable to the Suez 
Canal, and underneath English want of confidence there is 
much more than jealousy or envy. The Sublime Porte alone 
can save the Canal from ruin; in assuming the direct ad- 
ministration of Egypt, in order to utilise her immense re- 
sources, she could easily pay for the maintenance of the 
Canal, as well as the interest on the shares of the Company 
out of the revenues of Egypt. 

If the writer of this pamphlet be right in his views, the 
future of the Suez Canal Company is dark indeed ; but we 
trust that his predictions will turn out as ill-founded as his 
assertions are grossly exaggerated with regard to England, 
and all with whom he differs, and as his conclusions are often 
glaringly illogical. We do not wonder at English capitalists 
having no faith in the pecuniary prospects of M. pz LEssEps’ 
enterprise ; we rather wonder how he has found the necessary 
means so far ; but we applaud his determination and untiring 
zeal, and we hope that the case of the Company may turn out 
to be infinitely better than our pamphleteer would make it 
appear. 





THE YANGCHOW AFFAIR. 

Mr. Knowlton, an American missionary at Ningpo, gives 
a temperate and searching account of the Yangchow affair, 
which we reprint. It is worthy the attention of members of 
both Houses of Parliament, and all interested in China. Mr. 
Knowlton contends most ably for the right of Mr. Taylor and 
any other missionary to locate at Yangchow and all other 
places, and he gives an account of the way they went there. 
He says that the misrepresentations made by members of the 
Houses of Lords and Commons and of the press in this 
country is astonishing and wicked to a degree, and he is not 
far wrong. Opinions are formed and expressed on such cases 
without reference to the simple facts which are not under- 
stood and are discarded ; they are inconvenient, and are thrust 
aside as impracticable. On the origin of the riots Mr. 
Knowlton gives us the conclusion of Mr. Medhurst, our Con- 
sul Indeed, the whole of the narrative is a most valuable 
contribution to the elucidation of the much-abused and 
misrepresented Yangchow affair. It is another condemna- 
tion of the miserable policy pursued by our Foreign-office in 
this and our general relations with China. With such 
oft-repeated advice of how to manage the Chinege, can Lord 
Clarendon longer maintain the style of hisdespatches? Mr. 
Knowlton emphatically confirms what we have so often stated, 
viz., that a reference to Peking of all our grievances, and the 
withdrawal of power from the Consuls, is the sure way of 
bringing on another big war. Mr. Knowlton very well 
describes the manner of treating our complaints at Peking, 
which amounts in all cases to au expression of regret and 
the affair shall be looked into, and after a delay of weeks the 
Minister gets the following :—‘ We are sorry that a breach 
“of the treaty has occurred, but we have not the power to 
“control those provincial officers, and the people are joined 
“‘with them, which makes the matter more difficult. Suppose 
“we compromise the matter this time; we will reprimand the 
“ officers, and give strict orders to prevent its recurrence.” By 
this course our grievances accumulate, and we are obliged to 
make threats, and then carry them out by a war. Now, the 
only way to be at peace with China is to insist on our just 
rights by treaty, and straighten out any infringement on 
the spot at once. This course is the more valuable and 
the less to be cavilled at, as we know from experience 
that, as a rule, the Government at Peking simply ad- 
minister a wigging to the Governors of provinces for 
getting into a row with us, and causing us to trouble 
them with the matter. In the case of Swatow, Formosa, 
and many others, the officials on the spot thanked our Con- 
suls fur the measures taken to obtain redress. 
enemies in China are the class termed the literati, who hold 
no office, but live by petty squeezes. One thing the Foreign- 
office may be sure of—that if the present policy is pursued 
the valuable and trained staff of Consuls in China will retire 
in disgust. Sir Rutherford Alcock may be expected home 


io a mail or two, when our policy and position can be tho- 
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roughly examined previous to the opening of Parliament ; 
and we trust that Sir Rutherford will succeed in convincing 
Lord Clarendon of the danger of the present policy. 


MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 

The Chinese Recorder for August (edited by the Rev. S. L. 
Baldwin, of the American Board Mission at Foochow) con- 
tains an account of the various Protestant Missions in China 
arranged in a tabular form, by which we can see at a glance 
that the total number of missionaries, English and Ameri- 
can, with a few German and Swiss, number 152 males and 
129 females, divided over the various ports of China. The 
aggregate number of chapels at these places is no less than 
296. The number of boys and girls who are daily taught 
sum up over 4,000; the number of communicants nearly 
6,000. Amongst these missionaries there are several who 
have studied medicine, and hospitals for the Chinese are con- 
ducted by them at Peking, Tientsin, Shanghai, Hankow, 
Ningpo, Amoy, Canton, Hangchow, Taiwan, &c. The ar- 
rangement and publication of these missionary statistics fills 


a want much felt, and is very creditable to the editor. The 
missions are divided as follows :—

THE SUEZ CANAL. 
In addition to the extra steamers to be despatched by the 
Messageries and other companies, we understand that the P. 


and O. Co. will despatch their steamer Delta for the ceremony 


of the 17th November. It is not the intention of the direo- 
tors to send the Hindostan through the Canal ; she will pro- 
ceed out to the India station round the Cape. The Wm. 
Miller, screw, for Singapore, Labuan, and Hong Kong, is 
avnounced to go through the Canal by Messrs. Killick, Mar- 
tin, and Co. Messrs. Haviside and T. and W. Smith also 
announce vessels for Bombay and Calcutta through the 
Canal ; the freight asked is £3 10s. to £4 per ton. 

It is said to be now definitely settled that neither tho Prince 
of Wales nor any other member of the Royal family will be 
present at the opening of the Canal. England will be repre- 
sented at the ceremony by Mr. Elliot, our Minister at Con- 
stantinople. The opening of the Canal is expected by com- 
mercial men in Russia to produce great advantages for Russian 
trade, and preparations are being made for using it largely 
as a means of communication with India and Central Asia. 


Wirz reference to the establishment of a lighthouse on 
the Great Basses Rock, Ceylon, we are able to announce that 
Mr. W. Dovatas, the executive engineer, and Mr. J. N.

GERMANY.

However the official organs may endeavour to conceal and gloss over 
unpleasant facts, there can be no doubt that in Prussia everything is 
not going on as smoothly as could be wished. The extraordinary ab- 
gence of Count Bismark from Berlin, where the Parliament has been 
sitting for a fortnight, seems to confirm the general belief that he has 
had a quarrel with the other Ministers, or at least that there exiatsa a 
difference of opinion between them on some important questions; for 
otherwise it is but natural and usual that he would be present to take 
part in the debates, and support the Ministerial measures by the weight 
of his influence on the assembly, and the force of his eloquence. It 
cannot be said that he is suffering from any infirmity or disease, as it 
is well known that he is in the full enjoyment of his bodily health 
and mental faculties. The only way to account for his unexplained 
absence is his wish not to identify himself with the measures of the 
present Cabinet, of which. however, he is the head, and, indeed, in 
more senses than one the Ministers appear to have lost their head, and 
are expcsing themselves to rebuffs and defe:.ts that in any other con- 
stitutional State would make it incumbent on them to resign office. 

First and foremost, there is the Budget to settle. The Minister of 
Finance has laid on the table of the House the estimates for 1870, 
accompanied by his financial statement. The revenue is computed 
to amount to $164.511.275, and the expenditure to $169,711,275 
(of which Jatrer $164,072.575 are for the usual annual expen-es 
of the State, und *5,633.700 for special purposes), thus showing a 
defivit. of 85,460,000, to cover which the Minister requires the con- 
currence of the House to increase by 25 per cent. the classified income- 
tax. the class-tax, and the tax on butchers’ and millers’ preduce. In 
the House of Representatives there is a strong feeling of dislike among 
the members to lay any fresh burthens on the shoulders of their con- 
stituents, and as this fveling is shared by both Liberals and Conserva- 
tives, it is not difficult to foresee the result of the division when the 
subject is brought forward for discussion, which will probably be 
next weck. In the meantime the Baron von der Hevdt, the Minister 
of Finanee, has, it is und:rstood, declared his intention to stand or 
fall by the measure, and threatened to resign if it is defeated by an 
adverse majority. 

Then t:.cre is another great danger impending. In order to raise 
funds for enabling four of the principal railway companies to make a 
series of extensiuns—many of them, no doubt, of great utility, and for 


the benefit and convenience of the publie—the Government propose 
to grant a concession to the Discount Company of Berlin tor a loan of 
$100, 000,000 (say one hundred millions of dollars) in the shape of a 


luttery loan, which at the present time of day, when public opinion 
sets so strongly in the direction of abolishing lotteries, gaming wables, 
and other giembling transictivns, is far from popular. The question 
was mooted in the Upper House on the 11th inst., by Count Munster, 
a Hanoverian noble, in the shape of an interpellation to the Minister 
for ‘Prade and Public Works, whether such a lottery loan were con- 
sistent with the welfare Gf the Sate. The Minister of course warmly 
detended the measure, aud stated that it required the sanction of the 
King, to whem he confessed he had not yet submitted it; but he de- 
nied that it required the approbation of Parliament, as it was a self- 
supporting scheme, and imposed no additional taxes or other burihens 
on the people. ‘The Upper House have hitherto taken no further ac- 
tion in the watter, ss they have ut present acjourned for some weeks ; 
but the Lower House bave taken it up. and that is where the danger is 
expceted to come from. Four members, representing the chief politi- 
eal parties in the House— Von Branchiteeh, a Conservative ; Von Kar- 
dorth. a Free: Conservative ; You Denzin, a Liberal ; Benda, a Vational 
Liberal: and Dr, Loewe, a Progressionist ~ supported by several mem- 
bers belonging to orher poiitieal fictions, moved a resolution that the 
proposed hundred miltion Lottery Loan is inconsistent with the welfare 
of the State (Count Munster’s identical words in the Upper House). 
It is arranged that the debate slall come on as goon as the Budget is 
disposed of. 

Kear-Admiral Kuhn, who, ever since his return from the command 
of the China and Japan station in the Vineta, has been suffering from 
an ophinalmic disease, und obtained a leave of absence from duty 
that has just expired, has now received from the King a renewed fur- 
louzh toenable him to complete his cure under medical treatment. 

The King of Norway and Sweden has appointed Herr Arnold Jacob 
to be his Vice-Consul at Samarauy, under the Consulate General at 
Batavia 

The China, Capt. Jordan, arrived at Bremerhaven from Rangoon, has 
brouzht a splendid Bengal tiger, and landed it in good condition, 
though the ship had a rough passage and encountered a dreadful gale 


at the end of July off the Cape, when a wave washed clean over the j 


decks and carried off two seamen, who could not be reseued, and the 
vessel also suffered considerable damage.

Rorrerpam, Oct. 19. 

I am still without certain information with regard to the recall of 
Governor-General Myer. When I last wrote the rumour was circulated 
so widely, and even by the Liberal papers so positively, that everyone 
thought the recall must very soon take place. Several names are 
mentioned as of the probable successor, amongst them those of Mr. 
Fransen van de Putte, Mr. Gevers Deynoot, Burgomaster of the 
Hague; Mr. London, and others. It ia now asserted that several 
members of the Second Chamber are vigorously urging upon the 
Minister of the Colonial Department the recall of Mr. Myer; but the 
Vaderland and the liddelburgeche Courant state that the Minister 
shrinks from such a measure. Other papers say that Mr.de Waal 
declines to adopt this important step, because it is not at all certain 
that the Second Chamber will approve his Budget. This much is cer- 
tain, that the Section Report, which is just published, is very unfavour- 
able. It was generally complained that the Budget was laid before the 
members go late, and several objections are made tothe administra- 
tion in India. It was hoped that the cultivation of coffee would be ex- 
tended, and while a favourable impression was made by the fact thaé 
the Government had resolved to sell @ greater quantity of sugar, it was 
expected that alarger supply of coffee would likewise be offered in the 
Indian market. It was greatly regretted that no credit was asked on 
behalf of a aubsidy for a steam line between Java and Australia. The 
plan of the Minister to stipulate a fixed sum as the annual contribation 
of Java to the mother country was generally condemned. On the 
whole the report was most unfavourable, an that the majority of the 
public are of opinion that the Budget will not pass. 

Some members have inquired what course the Minister had taken 
to raise the spirit of discontent which prevails among the officers of 
the East India army. It, was condemned by only a very small minority, 
that the ofiicera had held mectinge, and had addressed a complaint to 
the Second Chamber, the majority being of opinion that nothing had 
been done by the officers to call for disapproval. It wus much revretted 
that the Government had done go very little to explore the mines im 
Java. There are different metals, coals, and petroleum to be found, 
and nothing has been done to reach these valuable products. Neither 
has anything been done on behalf of the instruction of the na- 
tives ; indeed, it is stated by an official report that only 7,600 children 
of natives receive instruction upon the whole islund, and that even in 
a town like Batavia no schoul for natives exists. 

The fact, published some time ago by the Java papers, that the Gever- 
nor-General, on his voyage through the island, had exceeded the credit of 
f.100,000 granted him for the journey, led to the question whether it 
was true that the Government had refused to pay some debts resulting 
from that voyage. It was also asked whether the negotiations with the 
Trading Company to decrease the commission percentage had led to 
any result; and some member made the remark that it was highly 
desirable that coffee should not be sold here by monthly auctions, bat 
that every cargo, on arrival, should be brought into the market. These 
are the principal items of this report. The Government has now to 
answer these queries, and in the meantime the Chamber has taken 
recess till the 2nd of November. 

Mr. Fraser, the manager of the Netherlands India Steam Company, has 
arrived from Batavia at the Hague. He has had several consultations 
with the members of the Cabinet about the proposed line of steamers to 
Java, via the Suez Canal. No particulars, however, have transpired 
thereupon, and it is even pretended that publicity would prejudice the 
project. Yesterday the ‘International Exhibition at Am .tcerdam wag 
closed with a festival. Prince Alexandre was present. It has made 
very bad impression that the King has not, once visited the Exhibition. 

In Utrecht a meeting has been held, under the presidency of Colonel 
Jansen, to promote a plan for establishing a steam line between Hol- 
land and America. Of course there was much diversity of opinion re- 
epecting the charter of the steamers, the harbour from which they should 
start, the place of arrival in America (Norfolk or New York), whether 
the enterprise needed to be subsidised by the State or not, &c. Everyone, 
however, agreed that the undertaking was highly necessary, and a com- 
mittce was appointed to promote the plan. The Royal Steam Navigation 
Company, however, has begun its operations at once, and without the 
aid of the committee. It bas issued a prospectus, hy which the pro- 
posal is made to raise a loan for the amount of $4,500,000, in order to 
build three first-class steamers of large size and great speed, to open a 
regular service between Flushing and New York, without a subsidy 
from the State. This company, which has worked for several years 
regular lines on the Baltic and the Mediterranean, shows by fizures that 
the undertaking must prove a very lucrative one. At the Trading 
Congress, which will be held at Cairo when the Suez Canal is opened, 
Holland will be represented by Messrs. J. Muller, N. J. den Tex, 
F. J. Piate, and H. Bunge. 

His Majesty the King is at his seat het Loo ; her Majesty the Queen 
is on a trip to Germany ; the Prince of Orange is busy with partridge 
shooting in Gueldre: and Prince Alexandre is preparing to start with 
H.M.’s man-of-war De Va'k to the Mediterrancun. With the excep- 
tion of the last-named, the whole of the Royal family will return to the 
Hague early iu November, when a national monument in memory of 
the events of 1813 will be inaugurated. His Majesty has appointed 
Colonel G. M. Verspyck General-Major of the East India Army. This 
Appointment creates a good deal of astonishment. Some time ago I 
mentioned the death of Mr. Schutze van Touten, the agent for the 
Trading Company in this town; as successor to this important office is 
elected, by the managers, Mr. W. van der Hoeven, member of eur 
Town Council, and an ex-shipmaster. 

The election in the district of Amsterdam for a member of the 
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Second Chamber has given a very unfavonrable result for the Liberal 
cause. The candidate of the Conservatives, Mr. E. H.’s Jacob, for- 
merly member for Alkmaar, was duly elected, having received 1,087 
out of 1,977 votes. The Liberal candidates, Messrs. dr. J. Boascha and 
N. J. den Tex, obtained respectively 722 and 149 votes. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 


A want of activity continues to be the prevailing characteristic of 
our market for colonial and foreicn produce: and although rates for 
the leading articles are on the whole well maintained, the turn of prices 
is, on the whole, in favour of buyers, and sales to any extent would 
only be practicable at a material concession. The Netherlands Bank 
has again raised ita rate of discount one half per cent., bills of exchange, 
bearing at least three signatures, to 4¢ per cent.; and for promissory 
Notes. to 5 per cent. 

Correz.—Continues in a quiet position, without any alteration in 

rices. Holders keep firm, but buyers operate cautiously. Sales have 
Boca closed by private contract of 1,000 bags Java, ex Aria and Betsy ; 
1,800 b. Padang, ex Jan van Brakel, at 35jc. to 42}c. ; 2,200 b. Java, 
ex Nieuw Waterweg IL., at 334c. to 364c. ; 400 b. Padang, ex Girondwet, 
at 334c. to 37c.; 300 b. Padang, ex Jan van Brakel. at 34c.; 688b. do., 
ex do., 105 b. ex Colombo ; and 1,000 b.

You will have been made aware by the foot-note 
attached to the notice calling this meeting—which was also published in 
most of the daily newspapers—of the views of the directors. I may 
therefore just say that we propose to carry out those views by proposing 
that the dividend for the half year should be at the rate of 6 per cent. per 
annum, free of income tax. In deciding upon doing so, I need not assure 
you that the board have been careful to consult the best interests of the 
company, nor state that the board have done their duty, which is to be 
perfectly certain that they in nowise touch upon the capital, bat pay the 
dividend out of real and ascertained profits. (Hear, hear.) I may just 
say, however, that we, the directors, have most carefully and most dis- 
passionately considered the question, and after a thorough review of the 
accounts we have no hesitation whatever in recommending the dividend 
which we propose. (Cheers.) With regard to the general aspect of com- 
merce, I am convinced I need scarcely tell you, who are for the most part 
men of business engaged in various commercial pursuits, that I regret to 
say the trade of the East has partaken of the general dulneas which has 
been the characteristic of the trade of this country for the past three years. 
(Hear, hear.) Under these circumstances it is a matter for congratulation 
that all through India and the Straits we have been able to hold our own 
as a bank against all comers. In China there has been a deal of over- 
trading. There bave been large importations, and the markets there have 
been glutted with British manufactures toso great an extent that between 
one million and a half and two millions of bullion have been returned 
from that country. This, as I need hardly tell you, has operated ad- 
versely upon banking transactions; but then I must tell you that, what- 
ever may be the consequences, we suffer not alone, but in common with 
other institutions of a kindred character. (Hear, hear.) As to the bad 
debt account, it will be in your recollection that the amount at which it 
stood when last I had the pleasure of addressing you was £56,000. It is 
therefore a matter for sincere congratulation that since then it has been 
reduced, and now stands at only £36,000, and that the whole account has 
resulted in a very fair profit upon our valuation. Consequently, we now 
know that we did not at the time undervalue the loss which we imagined 
we had previously sustained. (Cheers.) It will be, I am sure, in your recollec- 
tion—at least in the recollection of such of those present as attended the 
last meeting—that upon that occasion I adverted to a fresh liability 
—I can scarcely call it a bad debt—which had been incurred 
in the East, at Batavia. At that time very exaggerated ideas ob- 
tained currency as to the amount of that liability, but I may now 
tell you that the gross amount of that liability is but £70,000. 
Against the total sum we have the undivided profits which we carried 
forward on the last occasion, amounting to £23,000. But it was 
not entirely a question of bad debt. We knew the firm, which had 
been trading in Batavia for over forty or fifty years, and we did not 
think a great deal of it, and did not intend to give it any credit. But 
the manager or agent of the firm there simply deceived the manager of 
our bank, and now the whole question is the amount of the securities we 
hold, which is involved in the intricacies of Dutch and German law. Oat 
of the £70,000 we hold the bills of lading upon some goods which have since 
come home, and they have been sold by our agents, Messrs. Hope and 
Co.,"of Amsterdam, and part of the proceeds of those salea are in dispute, and 
part not. The remainder is in bills drawn under credits to the firm, 
which should have been duly honoured, but the whole matter is, as I have 
already told you, involved in the intricacies of German and Dutch law, 
and we cannot anticipate the decisions which will be arrived at. Consi- 
dering, however, the amount of undivided profit we carried forward before, 
added to the amount we now treat inthe same manner, the board consider 
themselves fully justifiedjin maintaining the usual dividend. Asone of the best 
proofs of the position of the bank and the confidence it enjoys, I may just 
say—without mentioning the exact amcunt—that our deposit receipts are 
yearly progressing, and that they have doutled within the past two or 
three years. (Loud cheers.) I do not know that I have any further re-

Since our last report there has been little alteration in the tone of 
the market; the demand continues languid, and the desire to scll on 
arrival still evident, whilst the supplies on offer are more than buyers 
can absorb. The result has been a further slight decline in nearly all 
kinds, the sole exception being the finest parcels, which are readily 
taken, both by the trade and exporters, at extreme prices. The public 
sales of the 19th inst. comprised £2,079 packages, of which 20,942 
packages were printed without reserve. 

Siftings and broken-leaf Congous have sold 3d. per Ib. lower, at 74d. 
to 9d. Fair to good common must be quoted a fraction easier. Old 
Kaisows have sold at very low prices, from 1s. 1d. to 1s. 2d. per lb. In 
new seasons, fair to good have been difficult of sale, and prices have 
given way 4d. told. perlb. In the finer kinds those with strength 
or character have been fairly saleable at about former prices, but many 
parcels wanting in point have been difficult to move; finest have been 
readily taken from 2s. 2a. to 2s. 10d. per lb. Pak Lins have been much 
depressed, and fair to good 11 boxes have sold from 1s. 4d. to 1a. 6d. per 
Ib.; fine, 1s. 8d. to 1s. 11d.; a few parcels choice have sold from 2s. 6d. 
to 2s. 9d. per Ib.; half-chests have sold from 1s. 3d. to 1s. 6d. for good 
quality. In Amoy kinds the decline is about jd. per lb. Good com- 
mon Black-leaf have sold from 1s. 03d. to 1s. 1d., being a shade lower. 
Old season's good to fine have heen sold from 1s. 2d. to 1s. 4d., show- 
ing a further reduction. In new, good qualities have sold from 
1g. 4d. to 1s. 8d., being about previous prices. Fine have been dull 
of sale, but the few finest parcels on offer have commanded full prices.

Ib., and new at 1s. 2d. to 1s. 6d. per lb., being 4d. to 6d. below opening 
rates. Souchongs remain much as before ; we are still without arrivals of 
really fine quality. Flowery Pekoes have been inquired for. Scented Teas 
—Canton Capers : The first supplies, per Deerhound, were on offer yes- 
terday, and a fair proportion was sold, prices ranging from 1s. 10d. to 
2s. for good, and from 2s. 2d. to 2s. 7d. per Ib. for fine to finest. Foo- 
chow kinds remain in demand. Orange Pekoes: Canton kinds, of 
old import, have been neglected. In new few sales have been made in 
fair to good, but 2s. 2d. to 28. 7d. per Ib. has been paid for fine to finest. 
Foochow kinds have been dull of sale at a further reduction in prices. 
Uncoloured Japans: The supplies, per Ariel, have been chiefly com- 
mon to fair, and only a very small portion has been sold. Green Teas: 
There has been less demand during the past fortnight, and prices have 
generally ruled slightly in favour of buyers.) The Fychow kinds have 
been comparatively difficult of sale. — 

The following is from Messrs. Shepard, Harrison and Rehden’s 
Circular :—The market has been over- weighted with Tea throughout the 
past fortnight, and a strong desire evinced on the part of importers to 
realise; the result has been a further giving way in the value of all 
Congous, but exceptionally fine quality, which has continued to bring 
fancy prices. The advices from China, latest dates by telegram ex- 
tending to 28th Sept., report business checked at Shanghai owing to 
the high prices demanded, an impression prevailing that the export

per Ib. New season’s has been fairly dealt in, and there is 
no question that prices have receded to a very moderate stand- 
ard, but with the system inaugurated this season of importers 
determined to sell on arrival (and past experience has proved this the 
best policy) there ia room for a further decline, unless holders support 
the market. Souchong: No further arrivals of importance have taken 
place. Sales have been made at 1s. 5d. to 2s. 2d. per Ib. for medium 
to finest. Oolong: Seldom or ever has this class sold cheaper, and 
consumption here must be less than formerly ; the low prices current 
have attracted shippers’ notice, and some buying has resulted for the 
American markets. Scented Teas—Canton Orange Pekoe: Transac- 
tions have been limited to one or two parcels ex Deerhound, the 
first vessel with New Season’s, at 2s. to 28. 6d. per lb. Capers of New 
crop are in good demand, and are realising extreme, rates from 1s. 10d. 
to 2s. 7d. per lb. Foochow Orange Pekoe or Caper: No change. 
Green: No further arrivals of New Ping Sueys have taken place. The 
market has been well supplied with Old Seasons’ ex Forward Ho, 
chiefly Fychow kinds, which have met a sloweale. Uncoloured leaf: 
Some 7,000 half-chesta ex Ariel have been on the market last few 
days; so far, no business of importance has transpired. The quality 
proves ordinary common to fair quality. 


SILK. 

The public sales of the 20th and 21st inst. have passed off with 
an extremely limited amount of business, and a depreasing tone gene- 
rally. The trade appears very unwilling buyers, notwithstanding the 
really tempting rates at which mach Silk is offering, and importers are 
still anxious to be current, and in many instances press sales. Of 
Japan Silk some further parcels have been gold this week at continued 
low rates, but in China Silk there is no quotable alteration, but prices 
are rather easier. generally, than they were this time last week. The 
deliveries from 1st to 20th inst. are—1,799 Chinas, 230 Cantons, 411 
Japans, 214 Bengals ; total, 2,660 bales. 

he Lyons market report is as follows:—The decline in prices con- 
tinues, and falls more especially on thrown silks. Those of France, 
which had hitherto been comparatively firm, in consequence of the 
slowness of production, are beginning to follow the general move- 
ment. Wefts command hetter prices proportionally. Raw silks are 
falling, but not so rapidly as the thrown. Chinese gooda are most in 
favour just now; after having been abandoned for more than a year, 
they are at present in great demand. The news from London is not 
very satisfactory. Since the end of Sept. business has been far from 
brisk, and the transactions are fur from being important. The last 
cargo consisted of 3,000 bales, and the quality is said to be anything 
bat first-rate. However, the official returns show that there is a cer- 
tain activity in manufacture. The tissue market naturally feels the 
effect of the dulness in the raw material. Some diminution in pro- 
duction is reported ; the dyers in black, for example, are less occupied 
than they were a few wecks ago. This state of things is explained 
by the desire of the weavers to exhaust the stocks they had laid in at 
high prices, 80 ag to be able to deal with the raw material at lower 
rates. However, the apprehension of a further decline seems for the 
present to prevent any resumption of activity.

CASUALTIES. 

The Warren (?) (ship), of and for Londoa, from Ceylon, was spoken 
with Aug. 5, off Cape Agulhas, by the W. G. Russell, arrived at New 
York from Manila, and reported having been oa her beam ends, and lost 
foretopmast during a heavy gale. 

The Ilazard, which arrived at Boston Oct. 4, from Manila, had expe- 
rienced severe W. gales for 14 days between Algoa Bay and the Cape of 
Good Hope, and had bulwarks stove, &. 

The W. G. Russell, Jewett, from Manila, which arrived at New York 
Oct. 2, had lost several sails, having experienced a cyclone veering from 
W. to S., Sept. 11, in lat. 12 N., lon. 41 W. 

The Star, Robinson, from Singapore, which arrived at Liverpool Oct. 
18, had experienced very severe weather during the whole passage; she 
was continually shipping heavy seas, which filled the cabin with water ; 
also lost part of bulwarks, cabin skylights, saila, &c., and received other 
damage. 

The Mindoro, which arrived at Boston, Oct. 6, from Manila, lost 
sails during a violent S.E. gale off Cape Cod. 

The Belted Will, Capt. Locke, from Canton and Macao, reports 
that shortly after passing Gaspar Straits, July 30, during a gale 
from E. by 8., the ship, while plunging heavily, struck, as was sup- 
posed, the bottom, and the bottom was seen to be stirred up in her 
wake in one spot as if it were a bank; she grazed over the shoal a 
second time without striking, and on sonnding shortly after got two 
casts of the lead in nine fathoms, but to the westward it was thought 
the water looked shoal ; the vessel would not have touched if the watey 
had been smooth. This dangerous spot was in lat. 3 deg. 35 min. 35 
sec. 8., lon. 106 deg. 56 min. E. 





MISCELLANEOUS. 

An inquiry, instituted by direction of the Board of Trade, and 
which bad occupied three days’ previous investigation, nas been held 
at the Greenwich Police-court, into the circumstances attending the 
abandonment at sea of the ship Old England, Captain Thomas Bulman 
master. The evidence taken was very voluminous. It appeared that 
the vessel, on the 15th of June last, left Cardiff with a cargo of patent 
fuel for Point de Gaulle, Ceylon. Her crew consisted of twenty-three 
hands, including the master. Nothing unusual occurred in the voyaze 
until the 17th of July, when a leak was discovered, and this continued 
until, on soundings being taken, there was a measurement of twelve 
feet of water. The crew were kept constantly at the pumps, until 
about seventeen hours before the vessel was abandoned, they having re- 
fused to work, and during that time they were keeping company with 
a Portuguese brig, which took them on board with provisions brought 
from the ship, and landed them at one of the Cape Verd [slands. The 
freight bad been insured for £1,690, and the ship (insured by the 
several owners, of which Captain Bulman held an ecixhth of sixty-four 
shares) was valued at £4,000. In the course of the inquiry it was 
stated that the captain and the carpenter had gone into the hold of the 
ship, and that holes were cut in the side of it by the latter with an 
auger; but this was shown to be necessary cutting in order to ascer- 
tain where the leak was. After being taken on board the Portuguese 
brig it was shown that the record of the voyage, with the exception of 
a few days, had been written from an old into a new log book, and that 
the old log book was not produced becuse the firat mate had given it 
to the mate of the Portuguese brig, who had expressed a desire to see 
in what manner the log of an English ship was kept. The judgment 
of the Court was that the vessel had been improperly abandoned ; the 
Court therefore adjudged that the certificate of Captain Thomas bul- 
man be cancelled.

The establishment of direct telegraphic communication with India by 
the formation of the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta, Anglo-Mediter- 
ranean, and British-Indian Companies, whose cables are expected to be 
open for traffic in May next, calla attention to the want of further exten- 
sions east ward. 

That this want has been long felt is shown by the fact that, notwith- 
standing the existing imperfect communication, which necessitates the con- 
veyance of telegrams by steamers to and from Point de Galle, the traffic 
from Australia, China, Singapore, Java, and other places beyond Galle 
has amounted to about 20 per cent. of the who'e messages hitherto passing 
over the Indo-European Lines. 

To afford direct telegraphic communication to the countries lying east 
of British India this Company has been formed, and a cable will be laid 
from Galle to Singapore, touching at Penang and Malacca, as a first instal- 
ment towards connecting Australia and China with the Indian and Euro- 
pean systems. 

Negotiations are in progress, to the knowledge of the directors, with the 
Dutch and Australian authorities for the necessary concessions to enable 
telegraphic extensions to be carried out from Singapore to those countries, 
and soundings are about to be taken for a cable route from Singapore to 
Hong Kong. 

From the extreme point of the Dutch Possessions to the Australian Con- 
tinent the distance is only 1,130 miles; and a cable of 1,780 miles in length 
will connect Singapore with Hong Kong, via Cochin China. 

The directors intend after the completion of their cable, or earlier if so 
advised, to adopt such measures as may ensure the carrying out of the 
above extensions. 

When such a system is completed there can be little doubt that the 
messages passing over the Singapore and Ceylon Cable will exceed the 
present estimate of the British-Indian Company, namely, 390 per diem.
